Quick tax cut in works 


WASHINGTON (AP) - F ears that the 
nation’s economy 
m ay start sinking 
again nex t y ear are behind adm inistra­ 
tion proposals for a qu ick tax cu t in mid- 
19 78 before formal enactm ent of P re si­ 
dent C arter’s tax reform plan. 
That is ev ident from statem ents by a 
nu m ber of top gov ernment officials in re­ 
cent weeks, inclu ding President Carter, 
who pledged the adm inistration will take 
steps to deliv er on its prom ise for 
v igorou s non-inflationary growth in 19 78.

The proposal for a one-shot tax cu t,

Althou gh tax cu ts also will be a m ajor 
featu re of the President’s comprehensiv e 
tax reform program , they wou ld not be 


ex pected to take effect u ntil Jan. 1, 19 79 , 
which cou ld be too late to prev ent an 
economic 
downtu rn 
and 
a 
rise 
in 
u nemploy ment. 
Administration officials are talking of 
ov er all tax redu ctions in the P resident’s 
comprehensiv e program of between $15 
billion to $2ü billion, with abou t one-third 
for 
bu s ine s s 
and 
tw o- thir d s

indiv idu als. 
The tax reform plan itself is still in the 
decision-making 
stage

Esperantists pursue global dream 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
The trouble began when man 
tried to build a tower to 
heaven According to Genesis 
II. the Lord crushed this enter­ 
prise by dividing the tongues 
so the engineers could not 
understand one another. ‘And 
therefore the name thereof 
was called Babel, because the 
language of the whole eaiih 
was confounded " 
The curse has continued 
through the ages, and the 
pandemonium of languages 
has complicated the human 
experience as no other inven­ 
tion Before Babel, Genesis 
says, “ the earth was of one 
speech;“ now there are 2.700 
major and unrelated ver­ 
naculars. and considerably 
more than a stairway to the 
stars has been baffled by 
God’s wrath 


This month several dozen 
North Americans are conven­ 
ing in Washington for an an­ 
nual lamentation of the dilem­ 
ma of tongues 
They are 
champions of and lobbyists for 
the international language of 
Esperanto. Their belief is that 
pooi communications foster 
hostilitieb, and their goal is to 
return in part to the days 
before Babel. 
Esperantists advocate their 
speech as a second language 
for the world, one that would 
supplement but not suoolant 
existing ethnic tongues. At 
present several ethnic 
languages are used for this 
purpose, none satisfactorily; 
Russia is loathe to use French, 
and visa-versa Thus Esperan­ 
to is conceived as a non- 
aligned alternative. 
The idea of international 


speech is not new. Some 700 
common languages have been 
proposed for the world com­ 
munity. Even Jesus, in a bit of 
a rap against the Old Testa­ 
ment. left instructions for his 
surviving disciples to spread 
the word of Christianity 
through use of an unspecified 
tongue "that every man hears 
in his own language” 


Yet though the dream of 
universal speech is ancient, 
only Esperanto has survived 
with possibilities. Slim 
possibilities, as it happens. At 
most. Esperantists say no 
more than one million people 
speak the language; this is 
roughly the same number who 
speak Welsh or less than one 
quarter of one per cent of the 4 
billion citizens of earth. 


Graham says organization

Billy Graham says his 
evangelistic association has 
nothing to hide, has done 
nothing illegal or immoral and 
will begin issuing annual 
reports disclosing how it 
spends up to $25 million in 
yearly contributions. 
Graham, whose organiza­ 
tion is headquartered in Min- 
neaoolis. told a news con­ 
ference last week that the 
question of disclosure for 
religious organizations had 
not really come up until this 
year. 
".And no churches or chur­ 
ch-related organizations are 
required by law to do so." 
Graham said. "But the mood 
of the country is moving in 
that direction, and I think we 
will gladly conform to it” 
The Graham organization 
recently has been criticized by 
the Better Business Bureau 
for failing to provide prospec- 
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Billy Graham 


tive contributors with in­ 
formation on how money is 
soent. 
“ At the proper time, we will 
be fully cooperative," 
Graham said at the news 
conference 
"My job is to do the 
spiritual, ministry," Graham 
added."! give myself to 
preaching and writing. ” 
He said the association’s 
board and executive commit­ 
tee have handled financial 


details and the board wdll 
decide, at a weekend meeting, 
what to disclose. A Graham 
aide said an announcement is 
expected next week. 
“ When people give to our 
association, they trust that it’s 
being handled properly and 
wisely and invested for the ad­ 
vancement of the Kingdom of 
God, which all of it is,” 
Graham said. 
He added that "the Gospel is 
free but the bucket you carry 
the Gospel in costs money.” 
Graham broadcasts on hun­ 
dreds of radio and television 
stations, publishes a three- 
million circulation magazine, 
circulates 100 films and has 
eight evangelistic teams 
which have carried crusades 
to all continents. The associa­ 
tion employs 500 people, 400 of 
them in the Minneapolis 
headquarters. 
Graham also tried to clear 
up suggestions that his 
organization had kept secret a 
$23 million World Evangelism 
and Christian Education 
Fund. 
He said the secrecy was 
caused by the news media’s 
inattention, not his design. 


Not that Esperanto hasn’t 
had time to attract more 
adherents. The language was 
formed 90 years ago by L.L. 
Zamenhof. a Polish physician 
and son of a university level 
philologist. Struck by the con­ 
fusion of existing tongues. 
Zamenhof invented Esperanto 
(meaning "one who hopes"'i 
by blending the grammar and 
roots of six major languages. 
The idea was; simplicity. 
Zamenhof’s Esperanto was 
outfitted with a scant 16 gram­ 
matical rules and fewer than 
1,000 root words. Even so, the 
language is said to be able to 
handle the most complex 
terminology. 
Best of all, 
perhaps, is that aficiandos in­ 
sist Esperanto is 5 to ten times 
easier to learn than any ethnic 
tongue. 
Zamenhof’s creation has 
always enjoyed wide currency 
among intellectuals. Last cen­ 
tury the French Academy of 
Sciences called Esperanto "a 
masterpiece of logic and 
simplicity." No such favors 
have accompanied the short 
lives of other international 
languages; even the workable 
speech of "Interlingua” ex­ 
pired for want of support. 
Still, in 90 years. Esperanto 
has hardly swept over the 
globe, Brazil once seriously 
considered its formal use, and 
today the Chinese publish a 
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Container grown so you 
get the whole root system. 
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magazine in the language; 
otherwise the speech is 
obscure. Catherine Schulze, 
former vice president of the 
Esperanto League of North 
America, says the paid up 
U.S. membership is only 800., 
Some other nations do bettèr 
by the language. Europe, with 
its polyglot problems, is the 
capital of Esperanto (the 
world headquarters is in Rot­ 
terdam). .Also, a comparative­ 
ly large number of Japanese 
subscribe to the speech. But 
the hard- facts remain 
discouraging; as Esperanto 
has grown older its popularity 
has diminished. 
One reason for the 
shrinkage dates to before 
World War I. Esperanto was 
at a peak then, and was even 
spreading in America. But 
when Germany began printing 
propaganda in Esperanto, 
suspicion was the result. 
Periodicals of the time angrily 
denounced Esperanto as a tool 
of the Kaiser, and though the 
speech did not die it was badly 
wounded. 
In the years since, Esperan- ^ 
to has suffered from other 
political whispers. Capitalists 
believe it is a Communist plot 
(because Joseph Stalin once 
studied it) ; on the other hand. 
Communists believe it’s a 
capitalist plot (because it 
would foster interua- 


t i 0 n a 1 i s m ). 
Also, L.L. 
Zamenhof was a Jew, thus 
Esperanto has somehow been 
linked with Zionism. 
Besides this, Esperantists 
had to buck the force of na­ 
tionalism. Esperantists insist 
they are not latter-day col­ 
onialists wishing to impose 
linguistic imperialism on the 
world, but nations continue to 
fear that if everyone knows a 
second language there would 
be no need for a first; 
therefore traditional tongues 
would be in jeopardy .' 
So it is that the obstacles 
have been formidable Despite 
them. North American 
Esperantists are meeting this 
month with at least a few 
things going for the cause. 
Statistics, for example; 
Esperanto is spoken in more 
than 80 nations, is in use in an 
estimated 100 magazines, and 
is said to have in excess of 
10,000 titles in its growing 
bibliography. 
The bottom line for 
Esperanto is that no nation, 
much less the world, is con­ 
sidering its adoption. Yet the 
language lives, if it doesn’t 
thrive, and Catherine Schulze 
says that one day God and 
man may yet change their 
minds about Babel; "Se la 
luz," ("Let there be light,” ) 
and the language of the whole 
earth will no longer confound.

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LONDON (AP) - The United States 
and Britain hope to organize a news con­ 
ference in a neutral country on a final 
constitutional settment for Rhodesia, ac­ 
cording to senior dinlomat.s herp 
They said Saturday that the govern­ 
ment of Mauritius in the Indian Ocean 
has offered facilities for such a parley. 
The U.S.-British plan as reported by 
the Qiplomats is likely to mean rejection 
of a bid by Prime Minister Ian Smith or 
Rhodesia to have Britain’s commis­ 
sioner-designate and a special represen­ 
tative of United Nations Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim visit him in 
Salisbury, the Rhodesian capital. 
Smith has said he wants to discuss key 
aspects of American-British proposals 
for a settlement with Field Marshal Lord 
Carvpr of Britain and Waldheim’s envoy. 
"For Lord Carver, 
as the legal 
representative of Queen Elizabeth II, 
and for the U.N. envoy representing the 
international community to visit the 
pretender-premier of an illegal state is a 
totally unacceptable idea,” one key of­ 
ficial said. The British and others con­ 
sider 
Rhodesia’s government 
illegal 
because it unilaterally declared itself in­ 
dependent from Britain in 1965. 
"Yet it’s not for the American-British 
promoters of a settlement to be too rigid 
and the probability is that lower level of­ 
ficials will confer with Smith and with 
leaders of the black Rhodesian parties on 
next steps,” the official added. 


.V new phase is imminent in the 12- 
year-long search for a Rhodesian settle­ 
ment since the U.N. Security Council last 
thursday broadly sanctioned Waldheim 
to name a delegate to work with Carver 
in quest of a constitution.

Th ere is a mo v ie co min g o u t called "Th e Lin co ln Co n ­ 
sp iracy ," wh ich p u rp o rts to sh ed n ew an d startlin g ligh t o n 
th e m u rd er o f Presid en t Lin co ln . Th at tragic ev en t o ccu rred , 
as y o u all kn o w, mo re th an a cen tu ry ago . Ho w, th en , can 
th ere be n ew ev id en ce, after all th ese y ears? 
Dav id W. Balsiger was th e p rime mo v er in th e research fo r 
th e u p co min g Su n n Classic film. His research cred en tials are 
o n ly mo d erately im p ressiv e — h e was an in v estigativ e 
rep o rter o n a su bu rban Lo s An geles n ewsp ap er an d h e 
research ed an d wro te n in e bo o ks, in clu d in g a co u p le o n th e 
p o ssibility th at No ah ’s Ark ex ists. 
Still, Balsiger seems to h av e ap p ro ach ed th e su bject fro m 
an in telligen t p rem ise. He reaso n ed th at mo st h isto rian s base 
th eir wo rk o n wh at p rev io u s h isto rian s h av e written . 
“ My p rem ise, based o n wh at we all learn ed fro m 
W atergate," h e say s, "w as th at may be wh at th e go v ern men t 
said o rigin ally back in 186 9 w asn ’t tru e. May be th ere was a 
co v er-u p th en , an d all th e h isto rian s fro m th en o n h av e been 
rep eatin g th e sam e co v er-u p sto ry .” 
So h e wen t to o rigin al so u rces, o r as o rigin al as y o u can get 
too y ears later. He started with a gen ealo gical search , fin d ­ 
in g d escen d an ts o f p eo p le in v o lv ed , go in g th ro u gh th eir attics 
an d d o cu men ts. He wen t to co llecto rs o f American a. He 
fo u n d so me d o cu men ts in th e files o f th e Secret Serv ice — it 


was called Natio n al Detectiv e Po lice in Lin co ln ’s d ay — th at 
were still in co d e. He h ad th em d ecip h ered . 
Ad d h e h as co me u p with fiv e p o in ts h e say s h e can d o cu ­ 
men t, an d wh ich are gen u in ely startlin g : 


1. Th ere were fo u r gro u p s in terested in elim in atin g Lin ­ 
co ln Jo h n Wilkes Bo o th belo n ged to all fo u r. 


2 Secretary o f W'ar Ed win M. Stan to n activ ely "assisted 
th e co u p alo n g." 


3. Th e co v er-u p was "o rch estrated in Stan to n ’s o ffice.” 


4. So me v ital ev id en ce was su p p ressed , n o tably 18 p ages o f 
Bo o th ’s d iary . 


5 "Th e mo st sh o ckin g,” acco rd in g to Balsiger — th e 
go v ern men t sh o t th e wro n g man . A Bo o th lo o kalike was 
killed wh ile Bo o th h imself was n ev er ap p reh en d ed . "We 
th in k h e liv ed 40 y ears m o re.” 


Balsiger wo rked o n th e p ro ject 13 mo n th s, th en wro te a 
treatm en t o n wh ich th e screen p lay o f th e mo v ie is based . He 
is n o w writin g a bo o k based o n n is fin d in gs, an d th e bo o k, to o , 
will be called "Th e Lin co ln Co n sp iracy .” 


He believ es th at Bo o th was th e trigger man , alth o u gh h is 
o rigin al in ten tio n , an d th e o rigin al in ten tio n o f th e co n ­ 
sp iracy , was simp ly to kid n ap th e p resid en t. Bu t it is th e size 
o f th e co n sp iracy , an d th e en su in g co v er-u p , th at Balsiger 
believ es is th e cru x o f h is research . 


He is n o w p lan n in g to ask fo r a Co n gressio n al in v estiga­ 
tio n , based o n h is research . 


Bu t h e is n o t p lan n in g to d o an y d iggin g in to an y o f th e 
mo re recen t co n tro v ersial assassin atio n s. 


"I th o u gh t abo u t d iggin g in to th e Ken n ed y cases n o w,” h e 
say s.

Farm prices overall fell 1 


per cent to a level 7 per cent

mid-vSeptember 
IHTii. 
The index has declined 11.3 
per cent since mid-May. when 
a six-month climb was broken. 
With hog prices averaging 
$40.20 per 100 pounds, a $2.60 
decline in a month, the index 
of meat-animal prices was off 
1 5 per cent 
but was still 6 
per cent better than a year 
earlier. 
The combined measure of 
prices for wheat, rice and rye 
fell almost 3 per cent froni 
mid-.\ugust, or more than 17 
per cent below a year ago. 


The index of feedgrains and 
hay 
combined 
rose 
from 
August by 1.4 per cent, but 
feedgrains alone were off 2.1 
per cent. Compaued to a year 
before, the grains alone were 
down 36 per cent; including 
hay. 20 per cent. 
the lower feed prices, along 
with declines in the price of 
feeder pigs, baby chicks and

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Family clinic offers education

.\lthough many people only 
think of medical and con­ 
traceptive services when th^^ 
think of the family plan.iing 
clinic sponsored by the 
Missouri Valley Human 
Resource Development Cor­ 
poration 
(MVHRDC), 
the 
clinic also offers educational 
services, 
One new feature of the mon­ 
thly clinics held at Parkview 
Christian Church, is a group 
education program. The pro­ 
gram is designed to aid pa­ 
tients at the clinic in selecting 
a contraceptive method. Ac­ 
cording to Donna Sullivan, 
R.N., program director for the 
clinic, the program consists of 
a presentation by a staff 
member and filmstrips are 
available for more individual 
study by patients. 


Mrs. Sullivan is a family 
planning nurse/practitioner. 
She does the examinations, 
backed up by a medical doctor 
as consultant when necessary. 
She is assisted by Gladys 
Lemler, L.P.N., the clinic 
supervisor, 
and 
Neva 
Williams, 
L.P.N., 
both of 
Sedalia. 
In addition to group educa­ 
tion at the clinic itself, staff 
members are available for 
community and school presen­ 
tation Because of the necessi­ 
ty of scheduling around the 
clinic sessions held in six 
counties and other activities, a 
four-week notice is requested 
by the staff before any presen­ 
tation. 
Besides the patients who 
come into the clinic for family 
planning consultation, there 
are also post-menopausal 
women who come for a yearly 
check-up and tests and young 


girls who may have menstrual 
problems. 
“ Sometimes we’re the only 
ones they can talk to,’’ Mrs. 
Sullivan said. 
“ if they don’t 
know 
something, we take the time to 
explain it to them,” Mrs. 
Lemler explained. “ They are 
getting to know their bodies. 
We can tell them about VD 
which is a no-no subject in 
school " 
According to Mrs. Sullivan, 
there are no age limits on pa­ 
tients at the clinic and there is 
no state law requiring paren­ 
tal consent for young patients. 
“ We don’t usually advertise 
that one way or the other,” 
Mrs. Sullivan said. “ Our fun­ 
ding guidelines say we must 
offer services to anyone 
regardless of their ability to 
pay ” 
The funding for the program 
comes from the U. S. Depart­ 


ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare 
The family planning pro­ 
gram is available to both men 
and women. “ We have had 
about four men (attend the 
clinics), but none in this coun­ 
ty It hadn’t been encouraged 
for the men to come before,” 
Mrs. Sullivan said. 
An average of about 34 pa­ 
tients attend the clinics each 
month 
Patients are seen 
three times during the first 
year'of attending the clinics 
and usually twice a year 
thereafter according to Mrs. 
Sullivan. 
“ They are en­ 
couraged to come in before 
their next appointment time if 
they have problems.” 
Mrs. Sullivan and her staff 
hold two to three family plann­ 
ing clinics a week as well as 
elderly health screening 
clinics. According to Mrs 
Lemler. Mrs. Sullivan “ is one 


of the few nurse practitioners 
that is also director of a pro­ 
gram Most just do their own 
thing and aren’t involved in all 
the administrative paper 
work 
With HEW, that’s 
tremendous.” Mrs. Sullivan 
has been involved with the 
elderly health clinics which 
used to be handled seperately 
from the family planning for 
about three and a half years. 
She has been working with the 
family planning for about the 
last year and a half. 
Costs of clinic services are 
based on the total family in­ 
come and the number of per­ 
sons supported by the income. 
The clinics are held monthly 
in Carrollton for Carroll Coun­ 
ty. Salsbury for Chariton 
County, Higginsville for 
Lafayette County. Sedalia for 
Pettfs County, Richmond for 
Ray County and Marshall for 
Saline County.

Consumers save money 


by pickinc >wn produce 


• COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - 
Pick-your-own farming is 
helping to lick problems of 
high food costs and low farm 
income 
By picking their own pro­ 
duce. consumers are saving 
up to 50 percent on grocery 
store prices, as well as obtain­ 
ing produce of vastly superior 
quality, according to Dr. 
Eugene Cravens, professor of 
agriculture economics at the 
Ohio State University. And 
farmers, who are saving on 
labor and trnsportation 
charges, are making more 
money on their end. 
Today, city dwellers can 
choose from as many as 300 
pick-your-own produce farms. 
Cravens said. Most of them 
are within 30 miles of major 
metropolitan areas. Con­ 
sumers can wade into fields 
for nearly any popular 
vegetable, plus apples, 
peaches and other fruit. 
Some growers near 
Cleveland offered pick-your- 
own grapes in 1976. Cravens 
said number of growers are of­ 
fering collard greens, kale and 
other “ greens” in response to 
customer demand. 
Cravens said gasoline costs 
eat up any savings unless a 
family gathers a lot of food, so

pick-your-own is only 
econornical if a customer- 
buys in volume for home can­ 
ning or freezing But it’s easy 
to end up with a lot of food. 
“ People go into fields think­ 
ing they’ll get a couple of 
quarts of strawberries and 
they come out with eight,” he 
said. 
One grower who has‘ 
benefited from pick-your-own 
is Lot L. Smith, who credits 
his switch to consumer- 
gathered crops with saving 
his farm. Today, more than 
half of his 415 acres is in 
pick-your-own crops. 
Smith’s farm is entirely in 
the city limits of Columbus. 
He has as many as 500 persons 
roaming his fields daily 
gathering such produce as 
strawberries, 
asparagus, 
peas, red raspberries, green 
and lima beans, tomatoes, 
cabbage, peppers, 
Irish 
potatoes, turnips, winter 
squash, sweet corn, kale and 
turnip greens. 
“ We get the matron who 
drives up in the Cadillac with 
the chauffeur to pick up couple 
of quarts of strawberries, we 
get people from the inner city, 
we get everybody,” he said.

for children 


WINNIPEG, .Manitoba (AP 
— Accidents involving motor 
vehicles accounted for 82 per 
cent of pelvic fractures in 
children, according to an X- 
ray and patients’ chart survey- 
conducted by a radiologist in 
this Canadian city. 
The study, conducted bet­ 
ween 1966 and 1974, found that 
in nearly two-thirds of the ac­ 
cidents, the child was a 
pedestrian. Other studies 
already show that adults have 
fewer pedestrian injuries than 
children. 
In his study. Dr. Martin H. 
Reed of the Health Sciences 
Children’s Center reviewed 
the radiographs and charts of 
all patients 16 years of age and 
younger that were seen with 
pelvic fractures at the 
hospital. 
During the nine-year study- 
period, Dr. Reed found 84 
vehicle-related pelvic 
fractures. 
Although pelvic fractures 
represent less than five per­ 
cent of all children’s injuries 
at the hospital. Dr. Reed says, 
“ they are important because 
they contribute significantly 
to morbidity and mortality in 
severe trauma and are often 
associated with othei serious 
injuries.”

WASHINGTON - President 
Carter will leave for a world 
tour on Nov, 22. While cam­ 
paigning he promised that he 
did not intend to travel abroad 
very much. For nine months 
he has concentrated on 
domestic problems. This com­ 
ing trip to eight countries in 11 
days has been planned for a 
long time but it comes at a 
time when the President is 
facing some obstacles at 
home. The trip may cause the 
press to concentrate on his 
foreign travels and make it 
easier for him when he 
returns. 
The Lance affair will not go 
away. Carter’s last press con­ 
ference was a sad experience 
for even a few hard boiled, 
out-to-get-Carter reporters 
when they witnessed the 
President of the United States 
suppressing his tears while 
defending his friend. It took 
courage for him to say that he 


thought the press was fair 
(with some exceptions,) the 
Senate committee was fair 
(bad as it was) and the public 
was fair about Bert Lance. 
Sen. John C. Danforth, R- 
Mo., as early as July warned 
his colleagues: “ How are we 
going to get people into public 
office if we are going to make 
their lives a nightmare when 
they get into public office? ” 
The presidency is not an im­ 
perial office. In one sense it is 
a weak office — dependent 
upon the Congress, the public 
and the press. 
James Reston of the New 
York Times says, “ If there is 
a strand in the Carter ad­ 
ministration, it is inex­ 
perience, isolation and a stiff­ 
necked personal confidence 
and Georgia pride.” “ Pride 
goeth before a fall,” scripture 
tells us, and it appears that 
President Carter is beginning 
to realize this and he is chang­ 
ing his tune if not his objec­ 
tives.

NEW YORK (NEA) - The 
buyers were from the 
Midwest, designer James 
Daugherty recalls, although 
this is going back some years 
so he’s not entirely sure. 
In any case, he was 
backstage helping his models 
dress during a fashion show 
and when the buyers found 
out, they got upset and said he 
shouldn’t be there. 
“ Designers help modeD all 
the time,’’ he says. 
The 
buyers objected because I’m 
black.” 
They weren’t the only ones 
his color disturbed, although 
no one in Los Angeles seemed 
to care when he was growing, 
up. Or when he studied art, or 
got his first job sketching for 
Edith Head on “The Ten Com­ 
mandments.” 
But then he left Hollywood 
in the ’50s because clothes had 
gone out of the movies. “ And I 
always knew I was going to be 
a fashion designer. My father 
was a janitor and a porter but 
despite the money we lacked, 
somehow we were very fash­ 
ionable people and. I was 
always interested in clothes.” 


So he came to New York 
which took one look at him and 
put him in his place. “ In 
Greenwich Village 1 was told, 
we don’t rent to blacks. Or I’d 
call about designing jobs and 
they’d say, yes, come up. And 
when I did, I could see they 
were surprised 1 was black. 
Sometimes they looked 
through my portfolio and 
sometimes they didn’t.” 


But really, he insists, 
“ Mostly I was treated nicely.” 
After all, he could sketch well.

Plan gives job experience 
to visually handicapped 


MINNEAPOLIS 
- A 
group of 18 visually handicap­ 
ped young people made their 
first contacts with Twin Cities 
employers recently under a 
new program designed to help 
them overcome obstacles in 
landing a first job. 
“ I’m not going to end up 
selling pencils on street cor­ 
ners,” one of them vowed. 
The teen-agers all had been 
part of a summer Student 
Work Experience Program 
(SWEP). Primary goals were 
to help the high school 
students and recent graduates 
assess work capabilities and 
to provide a basic orientation 
to the competitive work world, 
Vocational adjustment and 
planning w ere emphasized 
Primary funding for the pro­ 
gram came from the Min­ 
nesota State Services for the 
Blind and Visually Handicap­ 
ped The Minneapolis Society 
for the Blind provided 
facilities for nonemployment 
activities, located jobs, hired 


pro- 
staff and coordinated 
gram administration. 
Several employers inter­ 
viewed after the program in­ 
dicated that other employes - 
once their initial curiosity was 
satisfied — accepted the han- 
d i c a p p e d s t u d e n t s 
matter-of-factly. 
Stan Vogel supervised 
Patrick Dolan in an assembly 
job, Vogel initially was con­ 
cerned that a blind person 
might be injured in one of the 
factory machines. 
"But that didn’t turn out to 
a problem,” Vogel said. 
Pat demonstrated he can put 
a good day’s work, and I 
would definitely consider hir­ 
ing a blind person in the 
future ” 
Mick Stenson supervised 
Jackie Ware at a pizzeria 
Said Stenson; 


"Having Jackie work here 
helped us all have a greater 
appreciation of the fact that

You have-nothing to lose.” 
That was four years ago and 
now, with a brand new, black- 
owned company — the only 
one on Seventh Avenue, he 
says - he’s still satisfying 
middle America (with reversi­ 
ble polka dot dresses in sizes 
4-16, for about $120, for in­ 
stance) but now they know it. 
If Daugherty is a Seventh 
Avenue designer who happens 
to be black. Stephen Burrows, 
he says, is a black designer, 
which is something else.

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Church employes dem and rights

American churches are under 
spreading pressure to put in 
practice themselves what 
they’ve preached to others — 
the right 
of 
workers to 
organize 
for 
collective 
bargaining. 
The demand 
for union 
representation has come from 
church employes in some Pro­ 
testant and Roman Catholic 
institutions. In essence, the 
church bodies involved have 
voiced willingness to accept it. 
But it’s creating strains, 
economically 
and philoso­ 
phically. 
It's also compelling “ the 
church to face its relations to 
its own .social doctrine," says 
the Rev. Patrick Farrell of 
Washington, D C., the U. S, 
Roman Catholic 
bishops’ 
representative for parochial 
schools. 


Although the major, historic 
churches, both Protestant and 
Catholic, have long supported 
the right of workers to form 
unions to represent their in­ 
terests, church workers are 
among the last labor groups 
still largely unorganized. 
“ In a sense, it’s a new fron­ 
tier.” 
observes James A. 
Hamilton, an attorney and 
associate general secretary of 
the National Council of Chur­ 
ches. whose nonsupervisory 
employes are planning a vote 
on union representation. 
“ Churches have 
talked 
about labor rights through the 
years, and perhaps the irony 
of church employes remaining 
unorganized is simply that 
nobody has picked up the ball 
to 
organize 
them,” 
adds 
Hamilton, a United Methodist. 
In any case, the unionizing 
moves have arisen not only 
among workers for the in- 


terdenominational 
organiza­ 
tion of f’rotestant and Eastern 
Orthodox denominations, but 
have 
spread 
increasingly 
among teachers in Catholic 
schools. 
A U.S. Catholic bishops sub­ 
committee on the matter on 
Sept. 15 affirmed that in keep­ 
ing with long-time church 
teachings 
supporting 
labor 
rights, church employes are 
entitled 
to organize 
and 
bargain collectively. 
But 
the 
statement 
also 
points out 
that 
church 
employes are part of a “ com­ 
munity of faith, formed by 
Gospel values, whose purpose 
is service toothers." 
The church always has held 
up that idealistic commit­ 
ment, rather than high pay. as 
a main motivation for its 
workers. 
For 
it, 
Catholic 
clergy and sisters take vows of 
poverty, 
and 
Protestant 


clergy similarly accept wage 
levels below what comparable 
education would command in 
other fields. 
Churches also are in a non­ 
profit category, their limited 
resources 
for schools and 
other programs dependent on 
freewill offerings. 
Both circumstances — dif­ 
fering 
from 
the ordinary 
commercial-industrial world 
- make for church difficulties 
in adjusting to negotiations 
with 
unions of church 
workers. 


“ It’s tough to apply the prin­ 
ciple,” says Catholic Bishop 
Joseph 
A. 
McNicholas of 
Springfield, 111., cochairman 
of the bishops subcommittee 
and also head of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference social- 
development committee. 


“ But principle is principle, 
and we stand behind it ." 


Already unions have formed 
among 
lay 
teachers 
in 
Catholic high schools in 19 
dioceses, and also include 
clergy teachers in Columbus 
and Youngstown, Ohio, and 
e le m e n t a r y - s e c o n d a r y 
• parochial teachers in Colum­ 
bus and New York City. 


.Movements are under way 
for unions elsewhere, with it 
still uncertain among Catholic 
women’s orders whether nuns 
should be included. They are, 
in some cases. 


Parochial schools in the past 
were mainly staffed by nuns 
and 
clergy 
in 
vows, 
on 
minimal pay, but parochial 
teachers 
have 
become 
predominantly laity in recent 
times, bringing demands for 
unions, contractual conditions 
and better pay.

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Small towns turning to professionals tor help

As the problems facing 
small towns and cities become 
more severe, many of them 
are turning to professional ad­ 
ministrators who know how to 
deal with potholes in the 
streets and complex federal 
forms. 
For Plainfield, N.J., the 
awakening came 10 years ago 
when the city was torn by 
racial violence in the 1960s. 
“ After the riots, the com­ 
munity decided to look at 
itself. They decided there was 
no way 
a part-time city 
government could cope with 
the problems,” says Larry 
Bashe, Plainfield’s full-time 
city administrator. 
It’s a solution that more and, 
more communities are com­ 
ing to these days as rapid 
population changes, 
new 
social ills and economic pro­ 
blems strike 
once pacid 
communities. 
Now such communities are 
increasingly willing to pay for 
the services of men 
and 
women who can draw up five- 
year land-use plans, repair ag­ 
ing streets and sewers, and 
keep the city’s books straight. 
Perhaps most of all, small 
c itie s are h irin g 
ad- 
ministrators who know the 
fine art of federal gr.antsman- 
ship with all its intricate 
forms, rules and redtape. It is 
hard for the non expert to tell, 
to say the least, which of the 
1,046 separate federal grant 
programs administered by 55 
different agencies are worth 
the time and money for a 
small town to apply for. 
Groups of very small or 
ooorer cities, according to 
Mike Murphy of International 
City 
Management Associa­ 
tion, often share the services 
of high-priced administrators 
or consulting firms to help 
fathom the federal forms and 
red-tape 


Bicycle is

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (A P )- 
The newest vehicle in the 
suburban 
Greece police 
department is inexpensive, 
li^tweight, highly mobile and 
has a top speed of 25 miles an 
hour. It’s called a bicycle. 
Police Chief Gerald Phelan 
said, weather permitting, two 
officers 
will 
make their 
rounds on bikes. 
“ It gives us all kinds of 
mobility,” he said. “ We can 
take 
it 
between 
narrow 
buildings and up alleys.” 
Phelan said the bike patrols 
will be used mainly in areas 
where there are such commer­ 
cial developments as shopping 
centers and auto dealers. If 
the program works well, he 
said, It will be expanded. 
Phelan, whose community 
has a population of 75,000, said 
he got the idea from seeing 
British “ bobbies” on bikes in 
London. 
And, he said, the program is 
cheap. The bikes are two that 
police recovered a long time 
ago and have gone unclaimed. 
Phelan said he spent a few 
dollars for reflectors for the 
bikes. 


Two nations 


agree on new 


peace efforts 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP) — America and the 
Soviet Union agreed Friday to 
make an “ utmost effort” to 
bring about a Middle East 
peace conference before the 
end of the year. 


U.S. and Soviet diplomats 
were expected to issue a joint 
statement over the weekend 
proposing a breatkthrough in 
the deadlock over Palestinian 
representation at Arab-Israeli 
talks. 


The strategy was mapped 
out at the Soviet mission to the 
United Nations by Secretary 
of State Cyrus R. Vance and 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
d rei A. 
G ro m yk o . 
It 
represented the closest 
cooperation by ^the 
two 
cochairmen of the adjourned 
Geneva conference since its 
brief meeting in December 
1973. 


The 
approach could be 
centered on trying to persuade 
Israel to approve the presence 
at the peace table of Palesti­ 
nians with links to 
the 
P a le s t in e L ib e r a t io n 
Organization PLO but not 
widely identified with 
the 
group. 


"It’s way the hell more dif­ 
ficult to run a town of 30.000 
than it was 20 years ago,” 
Murphy says. 
Increasingly, 
federal 
in­ 
volvement in the life and 
finances of small communities 
not only means more complex 
management problems, but 
can also be the salvation or 
ruin of its inhabitants. A small 
town manager must now know 
how to bring the feds in when 
it helps, and how to keep them 
out when it doesn’t. 
In Plainfield, a combination 
of a modern ipanagement 
team and federal aid has 
helped lift spirits after the 
devastation of rioting. Bashe, 
34, and a crew of young 
managers and planners suc­ 
ceeded in the past few years in 
drawing millions ii Model 
Cities and Com m unity 
Development money 
from 
Washington. 
Hundreds 
of 
h o m e s h a v e b e e n 
rehabilitated, a health facility 
was built, parks were 
refurbished. 


But in towns like Dunkirk, 
Ohio, Greenville, 
Maine, 
Walton, N. Y., and Ambia, 
Ind., federal intrusion in local 
affairs has led to despair. In 
each case, the federal En­ 
vironmental Protection Agen­ 
cy ordered construction of 
wastewater treatment or new 
sewage facilities that the town 
couldn’t afford. Under the 
EPA ’s $20 billion Municipal 
Facilities Construction Grant 
Program, the federal govern­ 
ment picks up 75 per cent of 
the construction tab, and the 
rest is paid with local funds — 
but even that portion is often 
too much for a small town to 
bear. 


An 
E P A survey last 
December of 258 waste water 
projects showed the cost per 
household 
in towns under 
50,000 is more than $100 a year 
in 40 per cent of the com­ 
munities, more than $200 in 10 
per cent of those surveyed. 


and in a few cases, more than 
$300. 
Then-EPA chief Russell 
Train ordered regional ad- 
minstrators to be more sen­ 
sitive to the economic pro­ 
blems of smaller cities and 
look for cheaper alternatives 
to local 
waste treatment 
plants — such as septic tanks. 
But towns like Ambia as 
recently as this summer com­ 
plained the EPA persists in 
bulldozing them with costly 
waste treatment projects. 
A n o b s e r v e r of 
Massachusetts city 
affairs 
who asked not to be named 
commented recently about the 
link between good 
local 
management and help from 
the federal government; 
“The whole trouble with 
grantsmanship is that the rich 
get richer. Those with good 
management, 
like Cam­ 
bridge. 
Mass., 
run 
rings 
around the others in obtaining 
grant money. And technical 
assistance at the state level is 
abominable,” he said. 
“ The federal agencies need 
to be more sensitive to rural 
leaders who do not have the 
time, often, to do all they 
should in 
obtaining 
grant 
monies,” says Bruce Hen­ 
drickson, 30-year old mayor of 
Ashland, Wis., a small city of 
under lO.OOO. 
"It’s very hard to get the 
feds to come to the locality. 
But it’s an easy way out to say 
Big Brother is too far away,” 
he says, pointing out that his 
eager, 
under-30 staff 
has 
helped garner the town more 
than $l million in federal Com­ 
munity 
Development funds 
since 
1975 to make 
im­ 
provements on 
Ashland’s 
crumbling, 
lOO-year old 
wood-framed housing. 


B u t 
A s h l a n d 
a l s o 
demonstrates that townspeo­ 
ple often 
mistrust 
new 
management techniques and 
the growing influence of 
Washington. 
“ Most of our staff are out­ 


siders,” says Hendrickson. 
"There was some apprehen­ 
sion over us, and over the 
federal programs, but now I 
think we’ve established some 
trust.” 
Rock Hill, S. C., is another 
city that found that profes­ 
sional managers were often 
the key to tapping federal 
spending programs. 
“ When I arrived in 1965, 
Rock Hill had not participated 
in federal programs,” says 
Max 
Holland, 
the city 
manager. 
Armed with ex­ 
perience in dealing with the 
federal government, Holland 
hired "some young fellows” 
and became one of the few 
cities under 50,000 to qualify 
for Model Cities aid. The town 
established 31 Model Cities 
programs and 28 were deemed 
successes, almost unheard of 
for a city of any size. 


Much of that money went 
toward enforcing and tighten­ 
ing housing code regulations. 
Two hundred units of public 
housing have been built, along 
wi t h d e n t a l 
c l i n i c s , 
neighborhood centers 
and 
street lights. An innovative 
youth program helped lower 
juvenile crime more than 50 
per cent in three years. 
Partly .because of 
Rock 
Hill’s 
administrative suc­ 
cesses, this town of 34,000 has 
been granted $9.3 million in 
federal Community Develop­ 
ment aid since 1975. 


And they’ve 
learned 
to 
stretch their federal dollars by 
a process known as “ leverag­ 
ing ” Many federal aid pro­ 
grams require that a portion 
of the money come from the 
local government. Thus Rock 
Hill, instead of spending, say, 
all of its Model Cities or 
revenue sharing money, uses 
a portion of it as matching 
funds for additional federal 
aid. 


In total, says Holland, Rock 
Hill has received about $50 
million in federal funds since 


he became manager in 1%5. 
when the town had gotten vir­ 
tually none 
The International 
City 
Management Association has 
recognized the 
growing 
management complexities of 
smaller cities, not only with 
regard to getting 
federal 


dollars, but with planning, 
communication, housing, the 
environment 
and 
human 
s e r v i c e s 
A 
c ommon 
phenomenon, 
says 
ICMA's 
Murphy, is that small cities 
have no way of knowing what 
innovations other cities have 
come up with in dealing with 


problems, so they needlessly 
repeat 
costly 
management 
mistakes. 
Worse, individual depart­ 
ments in a small city govern­ 
ment often isolate themselves 
into little fiefdoms that don't 
communicate well with each 
oiner

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Canal treaty result of 13 years of hard work 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
two 
new 
P a n a m a 
Ca na l 
treaties signed by President 
(’arter on Sept. 7 represent the 
culmination of 13 yea rs of ef- 
f 0 r I 
F o u r 
A m e r i c a n 
presidents 
Dem ocratic and 
Republican alike 
have pur­ 
sued this effort because they 
h a v e 
r e c o g n i z e d 
t h e 
seriousness of the P a na m a 
Canal issue and why it is in our 
highest 
national interest 
to 
resolve it in a truly mutually 
satisfactory way. 
As we know all too well, the 
P a na m a Canul issue is one 


which 
ca n 
be 
em otiona l, 
divisive and cha ra ctdtiz ed by 
m i s c o n c e p t i o n s 
a n d 
raisunderstandings. 


Let me start by pointing out 
three basic facts about the 
P a na m a Canal issue. 


F i r s t : It is an issue which in­ 
volves fa r more than the rela ­ 
tionship between the United 
Sta tes and P a na m a . For it is 
an 
issue 
which 
a ffects 
all 
United Sta tes-La tin .American 
relations, since all of the coun­ 
tries of Latin .America have 
joined with Pa na m a in urging 


a new treaty with the United 
Sta tes. 
In the eyes of our Latin 


A m e r ic a n 
n e ig h b o rs, 
the 
ca na l runs not just through the 
c e n t e r 
of 
P a n a m a , 
but 
through 
the 
center 
of 
the 
W estern 
Hemisphere. 
And 
they have, therefore, made 
com m on cause on this issue — 
looking upon our position in 
the canal as the last vestige of 
a colonial past which evokes 
bitter 
m emories 
and 
deep 
animosities. 
T h is 
y ea r, 
eig ht 
L a tin 
.American presidents wrote to 


President 
C a rter personally 
urging that a new treaty a r­ 
rangement with P a na m a be 
concluded. 
The presence in 
Washington last month of 26 
heads 
of 
sta te 
and 
other 
hemispheric 
lea ders at the 
treaty-signing cerem ony bore 
dra ma tic 
witness 
to 
their 
commitment to the new treaty 
a rra ngem ents 
So in going forward with 
theie new trea ties, the United 
Stat es will find itself in a posi­ 
tion to improve relations with 
virtually all the countries of 
this hemisphere. By the sa me 


token, 
failure to ratify the 
trea ties would be a grave set­ 
ba ck to our relations with all 
of Latin America. 
Second: 
Our 
primary 
in­ 
terest 
in the ca nal is and 
a lways has been to a ssure that 
it 
rema ins 
free, 
open 
and 
neutral on a non-discrimina- 
tory basis. The grea test threat 
to that openness and security 
would be to try to insist upon 
retention of the present out­ 
moded treaty of 1903 with its 
ana chronistic 
provisions 
— 
term s which ha ve triggered 
hostility and violence in the 
Senator airs view on Panama Canal 


W.ASHLNGTOiN (API - The 
P a na m a Canal serves an in­ 
dispensable role in the over-all 
defense policy of the United 
Sta tes and plays a very large 
role in our economy. In my 
view, both would be jeopardiz­ 
ed by the term s of the propos­ 
ed canal treaties. 
Today. 97 per cent of our 
naval vessels can transit the 
canal. Of all the 491 ships in 
our Navy, only 13 a ircra ft c a r­ 
riers cannot transit the canal. 
Since the size of our fleet is 
today only half as large as just 
10 yea rs ago, we need the 
mobility the canal provides 
now more than before 
Currently, our contingency 
plans in the event of a crisis in 
N.ATO ca lls for the movement 
of 60 P a cific Fleet ships to the 
.Atlantic 
We must maintain 
co n tro l 
of 
the 
c a n a l 
to 
guarantee priority passage for 
such ships In the yea rs ahead, 
the cana l will become more 
ra ther than less important as 
the 
Navy 
builds 
sm a ller, 
fa.ster ships. 
How important a function 
the canal provides was revea l­ 
ed during the Cuban missile 
crisis when 115 naval ships 
and one Marine division mov­ 
ed east through the canal to 
face down a Soviet threat. A 
hostile Pa na m a nia n govern­ 
ment m a y inhibit such transit 
in the future. 
As fa r a s the U.S. economy 
is concerned, the important 
fact to bea r in mind is that 70. 
per cent of all canal tra ffic has 
American ports as either the 
o r i g i n 
o r 
d e s t i n a t i o n . 
Moreover, other ships tra n­ 
siting the canal move goods 
for 
.American 
subsidiuries 
overseas. In the future, with 
the prospect of .Alaska oil go­ 
ing to the Gulf and Ea st Coast 
states. 6U.0(M)-ton ta nkers will 
probably ca rry this through 
the canal 


The 
U S 
Department 
of 
C om m erce has estimated that 
if the ca na l should close, it 
would 
ra ise 
the 
price 
of 
.American 
exports 
by 
$932 
million, probably closing off 
many 
of 
our 
agricultura l 
m a rkets in .Asia, and raise the 
price 
of 
imports 
by 
$583 
million. 


The 
question 
of 
trea ty 
gua ra ntees of the security and 
neutrality of the canal gets to 
the f'ore of the problem. 
T he 
la n g u a g e 
cited 
to 
substantiate some claim to an 
.American right of interven­ 
tion a fter the yea r 2000 is so 
aml)iguous as to be mean 
ingless. In both .Articles I and 
IV of the treaty, which con­ 
cern 
permanent 
neutrality, 
and in Articles I and II of the 
protocol to this treaty, there 
are allusions to permanent 
neutrality. 
Article II states in its entire- 
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ty: ‘‘The contracting parties 
a gree to observe and respect 
the 
regim e 
of 
perma nent 
neutrality of the ca na l in time 
of war as in time of peace, and 
to ensure that vessels of their 
registry strictly observe the 
applicable rules.” 
This hardly constitutes an 
endorsement of the .American 
right to intervene in Pa na m a . 
In fact, the chief Pa na m a nia n 
negotiator. E scob a r Bethan- 
court, recently contended that 
no such right exists. 
In a 
s p e e c h 
to 
th e 
N a tio n a l 
.Assembly of P a n a m a , he said 
that in the course of negotia­ 
tions, “ differences ... arose in 
what 
they 
understood 
by 
n e u tr a lity 
a nd 
w ha t 
we 
understood by neutrality ” 
N e g o t i a t i o n s 
r e m a in e d 
stalled, 
he said, 
“ until the 
United States gave up the idea 
of its guaranteeing the ca na l’s 
neutra lity.” L a ter on he flatly 
stated; ‘‘With the neutrality 
pact, we a re not giving the 
United 
Sta tes

P a n a m a ’s 
le a d e r , 
Gen.

ha s agreed 
with this interpretation. He 
said in a newspaper interview 
recently that a fter Dec. 31. 
1999, “ the duties and respon­ 
sibilities will be assumed by 
o u r 
c o u n tr y 
s o le ly 
and 
exclusively.” 
If the Pa na m a nia ns do not 
believe that the United States 
has the right to intervene to 
protect the security of the 
canal and it is not explicitly 
stated in the trea ty, then we 
certainly should not abandon 
our present rights for this new 
agreement. 
As 
indicated 
above, 
the 
P a n a m a n i a n s 
d en y 
a ny 
.American right of interven­ 
tion. They contend that a joint 
declaration of the neutrality of 
the canal was 
rejected by 
their country and this is why 
in .Article I only the Republic 
of Pa na m a is mentioned as 
declaring that “ the canal shall 
be permanently neutra l.” 
If they alone decla re the 
neutrality, then it would seem 
rea.sonable 
to 
assum e 
that 
they 
alone 
would 
have 
to 
decla re that the neutrality is 
threatened. 
In fact, under the treaty, we 
do not even have the right to 
preferential pa ssa ge through 
the canal. If A m erica n naval 
vessels are needed to meet a 
crisis, they must be able to 
move through the canal as 
quickly as possible. 
But under the trea ty our 
negotiators had to withdraw 
th e 
t e r m 
“ p r e f e r e n t i a l 
p a ssa g e” 
and 
a ccept 
the 
Pa na m a nia n proposal of .only

NEW YORK (AP) - For 
travel-minded Americans 
with the patience and time to 
plan ahead, the highly com­ 
petitive airline industry is of­ 
fering some of its best 
bargains in years. 
But unlike the once-popular 
family plans and youth fares 
of the 1960s and 1970s. the 
latest trend is to key plans, not 
to a specific group of 
travelers, but to specific cities 
and routes. 
There also are plenty of 
rules to sort out: how many 
days in advance a reservation 
should be made; whether the 
discount applies to weekends 
or week days, and at what 
time of day you might fly most 
cheaply.. 
Within the past couple of 
years a lexicon of new terms— 
“ super saver” “ super coach” 
and e ven ‘ ‘ p e a n u ts 
fare” —have popped up to 
describe various programs. 
A new addition this past 
week was Laker Airways’ 
“ Skytrain,” which offers New 
York to London “ no-frills” 


flights on a first-come, first- 
served basis. The roundtrip to 
London fare is $260. compared 
to regular economy fare of 
$626. The risk a prospective 
passenger takes is that he 
may be left at the airport, if 
the seats are filled when he 
shows up to buy a ticket. 
A half dozen airlines, which 
sought to compete w ith Laker 
by offering low-fare systems 
with different sets of rules, got 
a boost from President Carter 
this past week. Citing increas­ 
ed competition for U.S. tines. 
Carter overturned rates that 
had been approved by the 
Civil 
Aeronatics Board in 
favor of the lower ones the 
airlines had requested. 
The decision put the round- 
trip cost of the 
airline’s

roundtrip between New York 
and London and authorized 
similar flights from seven 
other U.S. cities.

something about being in a huddle with him with 
a minute and 45 seconds left, and you needed a 
touchdown and you were back on your own 20- 
yard line. Everybody'd look over at the famous 
crooked nose with the scar down it. He sort of 
blinked his eyes behind the bar on his helmet, 
and you’d 
kn o w you were going to get a 
touchdown. And we wo u ld . 
It was all so matter of 
fact with him. 


"There was very seldom a pep talk. He might 
say to Jimmy Orr or Roy Jefferson. ‘What ya 
got’’ Can you get him on an up'’ Can you beat him 
on an out'’ Is he playing.you inside'’ Okay, let's 
try it this time.’ 


"He’d stick his head in the huddle and call the 
play, b o o m. 
He assumed that we were going to 
keep the pass rush off of him, and that if we did 
we were going to win the game. He might say. 
‘Let s go, keep them out, okay'.’’ It was alt 


very...laconic. Just straightforward business. 
‘Let’s go do it Here we go.’ 
".Now Earl Morrall had quarterbacked for so 
many teams that he got his plays mixed up. He 
would come into the huddle and he’d say ‘Okay,

The common thread ot the great ofias Of course 
was that you had complete confidence irf them — 
that the guy knew which plays to call, and that if 
you executed them properly it would work. 
"If you had to sit there and wonder ; Now, even 
if we do this and we do it just right, it still might 
not be th(* right thing... then you’d have a real 
problem With the great ones you did not have to 
wori'y 
"1 remember,playing in the pro howl one y^ar 


with Lenny Dawson. Just complete calm - even 
more so than Unitas. He’d come in the huddle 
and kneel down. He’d dabble with the grass. He 
was having a hard time with the system, being 
new to what Don McCafferty, the coach, had m- 
staHed. He’d say, .‘Bill, what’s that split forma­ 
tion’’ ’ I’d say. ‘Flank split right.’ He’d say, ‘Oh, 
veah, okay.'Flank split right ’ Then he’d call his 
plhy. Complete serenity We had a big day and 
' beat the National Conference. Each quarterback 
seems to have his own special kind of presence. 
"John Hadl was a snappy, quick play-caller, 
very rapid-fire. Up to the line, and 
b o o m. b o o m, 
b o o m, 
we’d go right in for a touchdown. He 
brought a certain excitement to the huddle; it 
was electric when he stepped in. Just a complete 
difference.” 
"What about game strategy and play calling’’” 
1 ask. 
"Bart Starr.” Curry says. “ It just seemed that 
every time he called the play, it was the right 
one If something broke down, it always turned 
out that one of us had committed an error, rather 
lhan Bart making the wrong call against the 
wrong defense. Great strategist. 


"Bart didn't have Cantastic physical ability. 
Snmetitnes he got battered up because we didn’t 
do a good job of protecting him. But he had this 
phenomenal knowdedge and grasp of what we 
were trying to accomplish; and not only that, he 
made us believe. If there was ever a doubt in 
Bart’s mind, he was the only one that knew it. 


"B art’s was the strongest personality of the 
quarterbacks I played with, Unitas had this 
charismatic way of carrying himself, but he 
didn’t have the presence of Bart in the huddle. 


Bart was in command, his authority over per­ 
sonnel, even Vince Lombardi He was the ma ster 
in the huddle. Lombardi’d stick his head in the 
huddle at practice, but Bart would say ‘Just a 
minute.’ in that gentlemanly fashion of his, ‘I’m 
calling a play here.’ He was a perfectionist. 
“I remember one time we were in Cleveland 
playing an exhibition game Lombardi was into 
oneot his tirades up and down the sidelines Our 
offense was driving*: Bowman was the center - 
and they got to t le’Xntiwnd s 4 vaid line eith a 
first down when Bart toolrjpo long in ihe huddle 
and they marched off a. (Î0ieA'-ot-game penalty 
against him Lomt ardi vgni liLane He started 
screa min g :

As he got alongside me, about 15 feet from 
Lombardi, he yelled at the top of his lungs and 
just la ced him with the most incredible verbal 
barrage. 
"I almost went to my knees. Bart Starr' This 
kind and decent churchman, one of the gentlest 
people, never a word of profanity or anything of 
the sort, and here he was yelling these things at 
Lombardi in a big booming, resonant voice, 1 
turned around and Lombardi was just standing 
ihorc just agape he couldn’t hoiipvi> it pither 


Well, we ran on the field, kicked the extra point, 
and nothing was said about it Lombardi was 
nice to us for about two weeks after that '

NKW YORK (AP) — The New York Yankees clinched their 
second straight American League F^ast Division champion­ 
ship Saturday while waiting out nearly three hours of a rain 
delay against the Detroit Tigers. 
Then, after Baltimore’s 8-7 victory over Boston had ended 
baseball's last remaining 1977 pennant race, one day before 
the end of the regular season, the Yankees dropped a 10-7 
decision to Detroit, for their third consecutive loss. 
Ben Oglivie drove in four runs and Jason Thompson had 
four hits, including a triple and a home run, pacing the 
Tigers’ victory. .Aurelio Rodriguez added two clutch doubles 
in the come-from-hehind victory. 
The Yankees will open the American League playoffs 
against West Division champion Kansas City Wednesday. 
The first two'games will be in Yankee Stadium with the best- 
of-five series moving to Kansas City next Friday for the third 
gam»* and fourth or fifth, if necessary. 
New York Manager Billy Martin said he would start left­ 
handers Don Gullett and Ron Guidry in the first two games, 
and that Mike Torrez, knocked out in the third inning by the 
Tigers Saturday, likely would be the third-game starter. 
Kansas City Manager Whitey Herzog will start left-hander 
Paul Splittorff in the first game, but has not annouriced his 
pitching plans beyond that. 


Orioles 8, Red Sox 7 


BOSTON (AP) — The Baltimore Orioles boosted the New 
York Yankees into the Ameican League F'.ast championship 
by defeating the Boston Red Sox 8-7 Saturday on a barrage of 
six homers, including two by rookie FZddie Murray. 
While the Yankees sat in their New York clubhouse during 
a rain-delaved game with Detroit, the Orioles unloaded their 
big guns in burying Boston’s final hopes on the next-to-last 
day of the regular season. 
Dave Skaggs. Lee May. Rich Dauer and Doug DeCinces 
also homered for the Orioles, who were eliminated from the 
AL F]ast race hy the Red Sox Friday night. 
Veteran right-hander Rick Wise, making his first start 
since .Vug. 19. was bombed for four runs on three homers in 
three innings as the Orioles came back from a 4-1 deficit. 
The victory went to Mike Flanagan, 15-10, who allowed five 
runs on 11 hits before being bailed out by Nelson Briles, who 
blanked the Red Sox in the final 31-3 innings.

TOPEKA, Kan, (AP) - 
He’s reading a new translation 
of The Iliad, writing a new 
book called “ The Jail Must 
Go," giving as many as three 
lectures in a week and active­ 
ly pursuing his interests in the 
.American 
Indian, poetry, 
homes for abandoned children 
and whatever else he finds 
fascinating. 
Dr. Karl Menninger, once 
the guiding genius of the Men­ 
ninger Foundation, is 84 years 
old and he has projects map­ 
ped out that would keep any 
man busy for the next 100 
years. 
He recently 
underwent 
surgery for removal of a brain 
tumor and fought back w-ith 
the help of biofeedback train­ 
ing — pioneered in part at the 
institution he. his father and 
his brother built. He says he’s 
slowed down a bit — “ I don’t 
get as much done in an hour,” 
but it’s hard to notice. 
His friends say he’s 
brilliant, challenging, warm­ 
hearted. a feeder of human be­ 
ings. But easy’.’ No, They like 
to tell the story of how Dr. 
Karl once kept an audience 
waiting for half an hour to 
hear him 
speak because 
someone was in the parking 
space assigned to him. 
Dr. Menninger’s celebrated 
temper seems just one form of 
his explosive energies, 
"Karl has always had a 
sixth sense for society’s next 
sore point," says his wife of 35 
years, J e a n e 11 a Lyle 
Menninger. 
Through his many books 
and lectures, he helped con­ 
vince a skeptical America of 
the value of psychiatry. He 
taught that the mentally ill 
could be cured, he preached 
preventive psychiatry. 
He seems genuinely surpris­ 
ed when he is told that some 
people find him frightening. 
“ Why would anyone be afraid 
of me“’“ he roars. Then he 
thinks for a moment and 
answers softly: “ That hurts 
me. 1 do speak a little loudly 
and I am emphatic” Next he 
says, “ I guess I have always 
been a bit of a curmudgeon, 
but 1 like things done right.” 
Yet, this reputed ruffian 
keeps a listed telephone 
nunrber and, 
without en­ 
couraging them, will take late 
night calls from troubled peo­ 
ple who are contemplating 
suicide, comfort them, sug­ 
gest where they can get help. 
Dr. Karl still is as dogmatic 
as ever. Just mention one of 
his pet projects — like reform 
of the penal system — and he’s 
off. emphatically and loudly. 
“ The jails have to go — the 
dungeons did, the madhouses 
did, the pesthouses did. the 
asylums did” 
.At an age where most men 
have slowed down to a walk. 
Dr. Karl, white-haired and 
tall, is in his office bv 8:30

each morning and keeps a 
staff of four busy. The first 
thing he does is ship off a ream 
of articles to staff members 
and friends, material he’s 
read the night before that he 
thinks they’ll benefit from. 
He’s a man who can edit a 
paper with his green felt-tip 
pen while carrying on an in­ 
tense conversation. Dr. Karl 
doesn’t waste much time, 
He’ll eat lunch at his desk, 
take a half-hour nap, “ and 
then Fm good till four in the 
afternoon” 
He enjoys a drink before 
dinner, watches the news, 
then often walks with his poo­ 
dle in his garden, filled with 
flowers and trees both exotic 
and common. He then reads or 
works for another two hours 
until bedtime around 10. 
Mrs, Verne Horne, his close 
friend and archivist, says, 
“ He .shepherds his time now. 
He considers it now a very 
special gift. He feels it’s been 
given to him for a purpose.” 
Dr. 
Menninger’s friends, 
though used to his resiliency, 


were amazed at his speedy 
recovery from brain surgery. 
It left the right side of his face 
sagging and his speech slur­ 
red Through biofeedback and 
sheer willpower, he has 
almost completely restored 
his face and his speech is back 
to normal. 
The Menninger Clinic was 
established in 1919 by Dr. 
Karl’s father. Dr. Charles 
Menninger. It was a general 
medical facility in the earliest 
days, but by 1925 the emphasis 
was on treatment of mental 
illness. 
Mental institutions met with 
public uneasiness in those 
days, especially in the nation’s 
heartland, and* so Dr. Karl, a 
dynamic speaker, was chosen 
to address groups around town 
and beyond to make friends. 
One of his first speeches was 
before a women’s group back 
in 1922 The subject: Syphillis. 
The ladies cringed. But he 
had seen the devastating ef­ 
fects day after day and he felt 
it needed to be brought into the 
open. 
His recreation has been in­ 


tellectual for the most part. 
He likes to play the piano, 
chess (three or four games 
simultaneously) and a lot of 
bridge with long-time friend 
Alf Landon. the Republican 
presidential nominee in 1936. 
Landon, who lives in Topeka, 
turned 90 on Sept. 9. 
“ We never agreed on how 
the game was dealt, how it 
was bid. 
or how it was 
played,’’ says Landon. “ And 
we never agreed on politics 
except on the Right to Work 
Amendment. 
We both 
stumped the state against it” 
Landon remains impressed 
by one side of Dr. Menninger’s 
that the public seldom sees. 
They were visiting an in­ 
stitution for troubled children, 
“ and he just stood and>visited 
with them,” Landon says. “ He 
wasn’t lecturing them, he was 
listening.” 
Dr. Paul Prysor. co-author 
with Dr Menninger of “ The 
Vital Balance” and a friend of 
21 years, describes Dr. Menn­ 
inger as a giver and a feeder. 
“ If he has an apple, he’ll 
peel it and practically put it in 


your mouth.’’ says Dr. Prysor. 
Dr. Karl even shares a col­ 
lection of polished rocks on his 
desk, inviting a visitor to 
choose one. Then he looks the 
other way, “ I used to watch 
and found that whichever 
stone he chose, that was the 
one I liked best. Now 1 just 
don’t look” 


Twenty years ago he decid­ 
ed to quit smoking and stop­ 
ped buying cigarettes. “ But 
then people would offer me 
one and I’d take it,” he says. 
He started to return a pack of 
cigarettes for every one he 
borrowed. That didn’t work, 
either. wSo he began paying 
back a carton 
for each 
cigarette, and that’s how he 
finally overcame the habit. 
Bureaucracy and ad­ 
ministration bore him, which 
is doubtless why he hasn’t 
been running the Menninger 
Foundation since 1965, when 
he and Dr. Will Menninger, his 
brother, came into conflict. 
Dr. Will died in 1966 and the 
- foundation’s board named Dr. 
Roy Menninger. Dr, Will’s 
son, as president. 
“ We were together until 
1965,“ savs Dr. Karl with a 
note of regret. “ The trustees 
said people retire at 65 and 
you’re past that. They said 
they would let me to whatever 
I wanted” He returned to his 
writing. 
Looking back on his long, 
busy life. Dr. Menninger says: 
“ People think I invented 
psychiatry and made millions. 
I didn’t invent psychiatry but 
yes, 1 made millions. But I 
don’t have it. I don’t have an 
estate. I put it all back into the 
Foundation.” 


He adds: “ I feel I have 
maybe 10. maybe 15 years left, 
thanks to the constitution I in­ 
herited from my parents. 
There are so many wonderful 
things in life, I shall hate to 
depart it."

Huge dam age suit is 
filed by ex-employe 


DETROIT 
(AP) 
- 
A 
62-year-old 
American is suing Ford Motor Co. for $10 
million, claiming that it sent him to Russia 
in the 1930s to help build an auto plant, and 
then abandoned him to the mercies of a 
Soviet prison camp. 
Victor Herman, of Fioyal Oak, Mich., in­ 
sisted Friday that he and his father, Sam 
Herman, were among nearly 300 workers 
shipped to Russia by Ford fn 1931 to help 
build the plant. 
But Ford denied that Victor Herman 
worked for the firm, and says it sent only a 
few employes to Russia. 
Herman, who said he believes nearly all 
the other workers died in prisons or con­ 
centration 
camps, 
said 
he 
tried 
to 
negotiate with Ford officials w-hen he 
returned to this country last year. 
“ I thought they would be glad to see me 
— or at least shed a tear for the others,” 
Herman said. “ They seemed very sym­ 
pathetic at first. But it seems they are 
afraid if they do anything for me, others 
will turn up.” 
A hearing date for Herman’s lawsuit, fil­ 
ed Sept. 23 in U.S. District Court, has not 
been set. The suit alleges Herman was 
employed at a* Detroit-area Ford plant in 
1931 when, at the age of 16, he and his 
father answered an advertisement calling 
for workers to help build the Soviet plant. 
Once they arrived in Russia, the suit 
charges. Ford never tried to find out what 


happened to the workers, nor did it try to 
bring any of them home. The suit does not 
say what happened to Herman’s father. 
Ford, the suit says, owed Herman “ a du­ 
ty to safeguard his rights,” and because it 
did not do so, should pay him $10 million in 
damages. 
But H R. Nolte, Ford vice president and 
general counsel, said records show the 
firm sent “ a few of its employes” to w'ork • 
in a Soviet auto plant. And, he said, “ We 
believe all of the Ford employes returned 
safelv to the United States in the early 
1930s. 
’ “ Neither Mr. Herman nor his father was 
among the Ford employes sent to Russia 
by the company,” Nolte added. 
Nolte 
said 
the 
Soviet 
government 
“ independently hired a number of auto 
workers” from the United States, and the 
Hermans may have been included in that 
group. 
Herman said he was arrested in 1938 for 
no apparent reason and spent 12 years in a 
Siberian labor camp. After his release, he 
spent another six years in Siberia, marry­ 
ing and fathering two daughters, Svetlana 
and Janna, now in their 20s. 
He said he later became a well-known 
boxing coach and pilot in Russia, but never 
renounced his U.S. citizenship and fought 
constantly for permission to leave. That 
permission was granted in 1976, with the 
help of a cousin who is an attorney in the 
United vStates.

I defeat in the Senate for the ad­ 
ministration on Friday. 
By that vote, the Senate 
declined for the third time in 
two weeks to scrap an in­ 
dustry-backed plan to free

gas 
from 
price 
controls. 
Deregulation 
proponents 
viewed it as an important vic­ 
tory since the alternative this 
time was not even President 
C arter’s 
proposal 
but 
a 
watered down “ compromise” 
version. 
The compromise had been 
proposed by Senate Majority 
Leader Robert C. Byrd and 
the energy committee chair­ 
man, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash 
It was an effort to save as 
much of Carter’s plan as 
possible in the face of a Senate 
majority that appears to favor 
deregulation. 
But 
the Senate vote on 
Friday indicated that even the 
compromise plan faces the 
likelihood of defeat. 
After the vote, Jackson said 
that continuing to try to pass 
either Carter’s plan or the 
“ compromise” 
could 
be a 
futile gesture. 
He said those who want to 
keep price controls on natural 
gas, as does the President, 
should move their fight to 
another 
battleground 
— 
a 
House-Senate 
conference 
committee. 
The conference committee 
will be named to reconcile dif­ 
ferences between House and 
Senate bills.

K.ANS.AS CITY (.3P) — .A change in the home delivery 
policy of the Kansas City Star and Times was the object of 
a protest Friday when an estimated 500 persons paraded 
through the downtown area of Kansas City. The Star's 
new policy would.end the current practice of allowing in­ 
dependent carriers to purchase newspapers from The 
Star Company and resell them to subscribers. The Star’s 
new policy would make carriers delivery agents for the 
companv. 
Carriers and their families used delivery vans covered 
with black streamers and protest signs to rnake their point 
in a parade that wound its way through the city south of 
the downtown area, and then ended with picketing of The 
Star building. 
The protesting carriers said the change, to be effective 
Dec. 1, will strip them of properly rights without 
compensation. 
James H. Hale, chairman of the board of The Kansas Ci­ 
ty Star Co., said Friday that the change offers protection 


to the present contract carriers and is an effort to better 
serve subscribers. 
Some carriers contend they have a proprietary interest 
in their routes because they bought them from the 
preceding carrier. .A lawsuit filed two years ago in U.S. 
District Court here would litigate that point. 
Hale said the carriers have no proprietary interest in 
the routes. 
“ The Star has never sold a route,” he said, “ It has never 
accepted a penny for a route. The routes are given to peo­ 
ple, The Star never gave them title to them, 
“ I'm sorrv the carriers made that investment. It’s un­ 
fortunate. But they did not pay The Star for them. They 
bought and sold among themselves.” 
Hale also said that under the present system, where car­ 
riers buy papers from The Star Company and sell them to 
subscribers, the company has little control over the 
delivery of the paper. Subscription rates also vary among 
carriers

Better you should forget 
street lights, and buy the 
kid a watch. 
Another problem:

ing on orders of a light may 
grow up hating electricity, 
1 lived in a small town 
where after-supper sandlot 
baseball 
was popular. 
Three of us kids were under 
orders to watch for street 
lights. The remainder of 
the gang kept playing ball 
until it got too dark to see.

term pregnancy. This is the 
position the House has taken 
in the conference committee, 
now in its third month of 
deliberations. 
The Senate plan, offered by 
its chief negotiator. Sen. War­ 
ren G. Magnuson, D-Wash., 
called for federal payments 
when a pregnancy carried the 
danger of “ serious, perma­ 
nent health damage” to a 
woman or a fetus. 


The rejected Senate plan 
would have allowed payments 
for abortions 
in cases of 
forceable rape or incest, but 
would not have covered in­ 
stances of statutory rape. 
Sexual intercourse with a 
minor is considered statutory 
rape. 
Some of the conference com­ 
mittee members have said 
they feared widespread fraud 
unless

The 
disagreement 
had 
threatened to tie up money for 
two of the largest federal 
agencies until officials said 
Thursday they would continue 
to process checks for welfare 
recipients. 
The abortion measure is an 
amendment to a $60.3-billion 
appropriation for the depart­ 
ments of Labor and Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


Yet the conferees’ continued 
dispute means that — starting 
today — the agencies must 
curtail 
grants, 
contracts, 
travel 
and 
administrative 
expenses. 


And, unless the committee 
strikes a compromise soon, 
employes of the two depart­ 
ments will get only partial 
paychecks Oct. 18. Checks due 
then will cover only one week, 
instead of the normal two, 
unless the abortion dispute is 
settled.

Noted surgeon 


dead at age 71 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dr. 
Brian Brewer Blades, former 
chairman of the surgery 
department at George 
Washington U niversity 
Hospital, died this week at age 
71. 
Dr. 
Blades had been 
emeritus professor of surgery 
since 1972, and served as 
chairman of the surgery 
department from the time he 
joined the staff in 1946 until 
1970. 
He died at the hospital 
W'ednesday 
after a brief 
illness. 
During his years of teaching 
and practice. Dr. Blades was a 
consultant in chest surgery to 
several federal agencies and 
institutions. 
In 1969, he became the first 
recipient of the annual 
Statesmen in Medicine award, 
created by an anonymous 
donor to honor lasting con­ 
tributions to medical educa­ 
tion and surgery. 
More than two decades 
earlier, as an officer in the Ar­ 
my Medical Corps, he had 
received the Legion of Merit. 
Dr. Blades was born in 
Scottsville, Kan., where he us­ 
ed to accompany his father on 
rounds in a horse and buggy. 
After graduating from the 
University of Kansas, he at­ 
tended medical school at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, where he taught after 
finishing his internship and 
residency.

With autumn come falling 
leaves and a reminder from 
the Agriculture Department 
that every gardener should 
have a compost bin, or two. 
In one bin, it says, you can 
alternate layers of garden soil 
and organic material like 
leaves, grass clippings, corn 
husks and leftover garden 
plants. Next June, you can 
turn the material by moving it 
from one bin to the other. 
Soon you wdll have compost, 
which, because it adds organic 
material to the soil and fur­ 


nishes food for earthworms, is 
probably the best mulch there 
is, the department says. You 
can put mulch around your 
plants any time of the year; 
fall mulching helps keep 
plants from freezing during 
the winter. Spread the mulch 
generously, about 4 to 6 inches 
deep. 
A new publication by the 
USDA gives further advice as 
to what chemicals help com­ 
posting. how much should be 
used and what to put with 
sawdust to make it a better 
mulch.

Thu s secu red, aro u n d the 
n eck, the g u m was han dy fo r rechewin g an d also hidden 
“fro m the han ds o f p erso n s to who m it do esn ’t belo n g .’’ 
Qu ite o bv io u sly , n o t all o f America’s fo u r millio n p aten ts 
hav e 
beco me 
ho u seho ld 
fav o rites. 
In v en to rs, 
like 
so n g writers, g iv e birth to fewer hits than misses. Lo n ely is 
the g en iu s who labo rs in his wo rksho p fo r the p ro g ress o f 
man ; lo n elier still is he who su cceeds merely in fin din g a 
so lu tio n which is wo rse than the p ro blem. 
Take Tho mas Best, fo r ex amp le. Early this cen tu ry he was 
stru ck by the fact that so me p eo p le had su n ken cheeks an d 
therefo re lo o ked to him “emaciated.’’ So he in v en ted a 
“cheek ex p an din g p ad,” two o f which were to be u sed as 
falsies fo r the mo u th. Un fo rtu n ately , they made wearers lo o k 
like they really were sick, with mu mp s; they bo mbed. 
Then there was the classic fire escap e in v en tio n o f 1879. It 
was in actu ality a small p arachu te which co u ld be bu ckled to 
a fire v ictim’s head so that he “may r>afely ju mp o u t o f the 
win do w o f a bu rn in g bu ildin g .” There is n o reco rd o f whether 
it was ev er tried; if it was, n o su rv iv o r has co me to p u blic at­ 
ten tio n . 


In ciden tally , fire escap e in v en tio n s hav e been freq u en t. 
On e man marketed a dev ice in the 19 20s which he called a co ­ 
co o n ; the wearer wo u ld g et in it, blo w it u p like an in n ertu be 
an d alleg edly hit the g ro u n d with a bo u n ce. Also there is p a­ 
ten t n u mber 3 23 ,416: a p air o f elastic su sp en ders that may 
also be u sed as a fire-escap e ro p e. 


Very o ften , acco rdin g to the U.S. Paten t Office, in v en tio n s 
hav e merely been imp ro v emen ts o n o ther in v en tio n s. Su ch as 
Phillip An tho n y ’s p aten ted p riv y o f 1886. No t co n ten t with 
ju st a hu t o v er a ho le, in v en to r An tho n y created a p riv y o n 
wheels — it ro lled o v er the ho le wlien in u se, an d then ro lled 
away to facilitate clean u p . 
Of co u rse, that p riv y co u ld also be o u tfitted with an “im­ 
p ro v emen t in p riv y seats” which was p aten ted in 1869. To 
elimin ate disco mfo rt an d to in crease mo bility , the seat in ­ 
v en to r attached ro llers to his sit-do wn er. The p aten t ap p lica­ 
tio n said the ro llers were a secu rity an d co n v en ien ce an d 
wo u ld “p recip itate the u ser o n to the flo o r.” 
Co n v en ien ce. It’s a wo rd that ap p ears ag ain an d ag ain o n 
U.S. p aten t descrip tio n s. It was o bv io u sly what the in v en ted 
a fu lly au to matic, self-tip p in g derby . 
Bu t n ecessity , n o t co n v en ien ce, is mo re o ften the mo ther o f 
in v en tio n . An d so , in 18 9 8 , so meo n e in v en ted an electrical

“I can almost see a pot 
belly stove and a cracker 
barrel in the store,” said 
Robert Benner, manager of 
the re c e n tly opened 
OTASCO store, 121 East 
Fourth.

“Their (OTASCO’s) con­ 
cept has been not just an 
awful lot different from the 
old general store,” Benner 
added. “It’s a family con­ 
cept — the family customer 
rather than the individual 
customer.” 
The Sedalia franchise, 
which opened its doors to 
business Aug. 18, stands on 
the spot formerly occupied 
by the Midwest Auto Store, 
of which Benner was a 
manager for three years. 
The former business and 
location are the primary 
reasons it was., decided to 
open an OTASCO store 
there. 
“ It’s no secret that 
Midwest actually went 
broke as a group and as a 
chain. We felt that with this 
particular location and with 
the base of loyal customers 
we could go into a similar 
type business and make a 
success of it,” Benner ex­ 
plained.

Nevertheless, personal­ 
ized service and reasonable 
prices seem to be the 
mainstay of the OTASCO 
stores, it’s certainly part of 
Benner’s operation as he 
stops frequently to call out 
first- name greetings to in­ 
coming customers. 
“We work awfully close to 
our customers. We know 
their names, their wife’s 
name and most of the time, 
we know their kids names. 
We know what kind of car 
they drive and can help 
them make a choice. I have 
always been of the opinion 
we needed to be very 
friendly with our cus­ 
tomers, render them a 
tangible service,” Benner 
said.

The first portion of the 
massive silo modification 
project will occur in the 
Sedalia area. A 6‘,^-acre site 
with 
an 8,600-square-foot 
building on Industrial Drive 
has 
been leased 
from 
P arkhurst 
M anufacturing 
Co. It will provide parkfng 
for trailers and 500 vehicles, 
officials said. 


Boeing 
will 
choose a 
sim ilar site in the Clinton 
area next spring, Mon said. 
Transportable buildings and 
a 6- to 7-acre tract will be 
used there as part of the 
final phase of the project. 


Boeing will use an air­ 
craft hangar at Whiteman 
to direct operations between 
Sedalia and Clinton.

Parts are then sized to take the finished shape due to 
distortion that occurs during the sintering operation. Then, following stamp­ 
ing with identification numbers, they are oil impregnated in a sealed 
vacuum chamber, ultrasonically cleaned and packaged for shipment. 
Missouri Pressed Metals supplies customers all over the United States and in 
other countries in the western hemisphere. Three Sedalia manufacturers ore 
also customers for products made by Missouri Pressed Metals. Operation 
began in a 10,000 sq. ft. plant. Last year, an additional 5,000 sq. ft. was ad­ 
ded to the facilities. Missouri Pressed Metals president is Norman 
Bonkovitch. At the present time, the firm provides employment for 25 peo­ 
ple.

Alcolac arrives 


Good progress made 
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Almost a year after its 
impending location was an­ 
nounced, work is progress­ 
ing satisfactorily on the 
Alcolac 
chemical plant 
complex in the Sedalia In­ 
dustrial 
Airpark, plant 
manager Warren Fischer 
said recently. 


The $6 million facility in­ 
cludes a 20,000-square foot 
office-warehouse, a 5,000- 
square foot utility building, 
a 10,000-square foot produc­ 
tion building and a second, 
12,500-square foot produc­ 
tion building. The office- 
warehouse was completed 
last June, 
the utility 
building now is finished and 
work is underway on 
installing equipment in 
the first production 


building. Fischer said it is 
hoped the entire complex, 
including the second pro­ 
duction building, will be 
completed and equipped by 
next June. 
The initial employe force 
of 25 persons will start work 
at the first production plant 
by around Dec. 1, if all goes 
well, 
Fischer said.

employment in both plants 
will total around 45, he ad­ 
ded.

Humble start 
spells success 


Ever since William R. 
Parkhurst manufactured his 
first commercial trailers in 
a shop area at the corner of 
Herold and Broadway in 
1947, the markets for his 
company’s products have 
continued to expand at a 
phenomonal rate 
This trend has shown no 
signs of slowing down, ac­ 
cording to David Parkhurst, 
vice president in charge of 
sates for the firm Recently, 
he said, the Sedalia company 
sold several truck carrier 
bodies to the Saudi Arabian 
government. The units were 
used for many purposes, in­ 
cluding farming and freight- 
handling Under the terms of 
another government con­ 
tract, this one with the 
United States, the company 
manufactured 4,000 jeep 
trailers for the armed 
forces 
It is highly unlikely that 
Parkhurst ever thought he 
would be selling products to' 
the Arabian government 
when he sold his very first 
trailer, a hand-made unit, to 
a passing motorist back in 
1946 He had built that trailer 
to take his family’s posses­ 
sions back home to Sedalia 
after his service in World 
War II. When Parkhurst 
finally got his family moved 
back to town, he quickly 
replaced this first trailer 
with another one, which he 
again soon sold From this 
bare-bones beginning, the 
Parkhurst company has ex­ 
panded right along with the 
popularity of its products. 
Those early years were all 
but easy for the fledgling, 
but promising, post-war 
business. Refusing to fold 
■* following a plant fire, the 
company went on to work a 
full night shift to produce 


coatings, plastics and water 
treatment. 
All necessary steps have 
been taken to insure that 
the chemical-producing 
plant will comply with all 
state environmental regula­ 
tions, Fischer emphasized. 
Earlier this year, the poten­ 
tial environmental impact 
of the plant was ques­ 
tioned. 
“ We’ve recently received 
a first go-ahead from the 
state because we are 
meeting all the necessary 
regulations,” Fischer said. 
“ We will do whatever is 
necessary to meet all re­ 
quirements in this area.”

wooden farm wagon boxes 
that were sold by Mont­ 
gomery Ward These were 
pre-forklift days, with the 
only large mechanical aid 
being a used Army winch 
truck converted into a crane 
unit for hoisting wooden beds 
onto the backs of trucks.

Because of a work agree­ 
ment reached this summer 
with Florsheim Shoes, 
employment at Town and 
Country Shoes in Sedalia 
has increased from 300 peo­ 
ple at the start of the year 
to 335 at the present time. 
Town and Country vice 
p r e s i d e n t D e l b e r t 
Wagenknecht announced 
recently. 
All persons who had been 
recently laid off by the firm 
were offered the chance to 
return to their jobs, he ad­ 
ded. 
This Florsheim project, in 
which Town and Country is 
manufacturing footwear for 
the 1978 spring season, will 
end around next March. 
However, Wagenknecht 
said, it it hoped that the 


local firm will then be 
asked to continue manufac­ 
turing Florsheim shoes for 
the 1978 fall season. 
The recent decline in 
Town and Country produc­ 
tion, prior to the Florsheim 
project, has been directly 
related to the increase in 
competition from foreign 
shoe manufacturers, which 
is threatening the entire 
domestic shoe industry. 
Wagenknecht and other in­ 
dustry leaders had hoped 
earlier this year that Presi­ 
dent Carter would approve 
their request for mandatory 
quotas and higher tariffs to 
discourage imported com­ 
petition. 
Carter, however, failed to 
do this and instead pushed 
for voluntary quotas from 


T a i wa n and Kor e a . 
However, Wagenknecht ex­ 
plained, these voluntary 
cutbacks are not helping 
Town and Country very 
much because the local 
firm manufactures fashion 
shoes and the shoes made in 
Taiwan and Korea are 
primarily casual footwear 
made of canvas and other 
materials. Thus, the foreign 
competition for Town and 
Country hasn’t been curbed 
that much.

Manufacturers' group 
sees its efforts click

With the arrival of Kelsy- 
Hayes and Waterloo in­ 
dustries and depending on 
President Carter’s policies, 
the employment outlook in 
Sedalia and Pettis County 
for the coming year should 
be fairly stable, according to 
C A. “ Chuck” Yavrouian, 
manager of the Missouri 
Division of Employment 
Securitv office, 215 East 
Fifth ‘ 
•It looks like it's going to 
be pretty stable 
The in­ 
dustries will 
give the 
economy a tremendous kick 
in the p a n t s ," 
said 
Yavrouian. 
Preliminary 
unemploy­ 
ment figures for August 
show Pettis County, with a 
civilian labor force of 16.034, 
has 15,029 employed and 
1.005 unemployed, resulting 
in a 6.3 per cent unemploy­ 
ment rate. This is down from 
last month’s rate of 6.5 per 
cent. 
“ Unemployment moves up 
and down like a yo-yo Since 
.January, it’s gone from a 
high of 9 3 per cent to a low of 
5 4 per cent The average 
unemployment for the first 
eight months (of 1977) is 6,2 
per cent,” said Yavrouian. 
who came to Sedalia in 
.March 
The arrival of the two new 
industries, which plan to hire 
approximately 800 people, 
will help alleviate local 
unemployment and could 
bring a sizeable work force 
into Sedalia. depending on 
the wages offered. 
•With the new industries, 
naturally, there will be less 


unemployment. I think some 
people will move into the 
area. If the pay is enough — 
that is. above the minimum 
wage — or if it is high enough 
so that people can afford to 
commute, we could pull peo­ 
ple in from surrounding 
areas.” Yavrouian said. 
Although Yavrouian has 
been in touch with Kelsey- 
Hayes and Waterloo of­ 
ficials, he has not received 
any definite indication of the 
salaries to be offered. 
Yavrouian is hopeful, 
however, the industries will 
come to the division to find 
their work load. 
••We really did a bang up 
job with Rival and McGraw 
to get their work force. 
They're happy with the ser­ 
vice we gave them Our of­ 
fice has a good reputation. 
We are hoping the new in­ 
dustries will come to us ex­ 
clusively,” he said. 


The division is placing peo­ 
ple in a variety of jobs, ac­ 
cording to Yavrouian, rang­ 
ing from bank tellers to 
waitresses and construction 


• Employment has been 
almost static here. 
We 
placed 600 people with the 
Fair We've placed 1,200 of 
2,100 in about four months, 
plus the Fair.” he said, ex­ 
plaining that placement con­ 
sists of a person showing up 
for work 
If that person 
leaves after two hcurs, two 
days or two weeks, it none­ 
theless goes on the division’s 
records as a placement 
The median income for 
Pettis Countians as reported 


in a 1970 census of the 
population printed by the 
U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce. was $7,338. Those 
making $15,000 a year com­ 
prised 9.3 per cent and those 
making below the poverty

For Sedalia. in that same 
census, the percentage of 
people in the labor force 
showed a breakdown of 
females, 16 years of age and 
older. .38.7; married women 
with husbands present.

The P e t t i s County 
Manufacturers Association, 
which is in its eighth year 
of operation here, has been 
a great success, association 
president Kenneth Grott 
told The Democrat-Capital. 
The association was 
formed by representatives 
of 16 manufacturing com­ 
panies in June 1971, The 
membership now' includes 
.35 different companies. 
Grott, 
who is plant 
manager of Town and Coun­ 
try Shoes, said the purpose 
of the organization is to 
solve problems that are 
common to all types of 
manufacturing concerns. 
“ Even though we are in 
different lines of manufac- 
’turing,” said Grott, “ we all 
have problems that are 
common to all.”

Through research we have to find better methods of converting 
solar energy, our largest and most permanent energy income, into 
the forms of energy that we use in our daily lives. This will free our 
fossil fuels (oil. coal, gas) for medicines, preservatives, pesticides, 
fertilizers and plastics, which are just as vital to our survival. We 
should, however, not wait for the perfect answer, but put to work the 
knowledge which we have now for the conversions which make 
economic sense — such as solar energy used for water-heating and 
cooling W e should utilize this nonpollutant source that belongs to all 
of us

1 do not believe the promise of solar energy is very great Solar- 
energy utilization is not around the corner. To harness it for truly ma­ 
jor energy production is exorbitantly expensive by any method now

how much we spend on research However, solar-heating of water 
seems reasonable For large-scale solar-energy power, it seems most 
promising to direct our efforts towards using the waste from farms, 
forests and cities. As one example, instead of discarding the stalks 
from wheat or corn, they could be fermented into substitutes for 
natural gas

DYAN CANNON'S FIGHT 
FOR HAPPINESS 


First there was the joy of marriage, then its loss and a plunge into anguish 
Now she has discovered inner peace and new self-esteem. 


A relaxed Dvan Cannon todav: she vows never to lose touch with herself again

Dyan Cannon is a better actress than 
most know. For years, the public and press 
thought her to be as tough-and-together as 
her screen image. Only now does Dyan 
admit she was always "terrified, a little girl 
pretending to be ail grown up. 1 was with­ 
out any sense of security, any inner peace. 
There were days, weeks, when I had to 
fight to stay alive." 
Yet. she seemed like the girl who had 
everything — Cinderella at the ball, meet­ 
ing and-marrying the prince. She came 
from Tacoma. Wash., to Hollywood to 
become a star. Her first 200 appearances 
in bits in teleplays did nothing but attract 
screen idol Cary Grant, who married her 
in 1%5. A year later, their daughter. Jen­ 
nifer. was born, and two years after that, 
the storybook marriage ended in bitterness 
and divorce. 
In those days, because she seemed 
"tough." Dyan shrugged off disappoint­ 
ment She did not allow herself to feel 
wretched or depressed because her mar­ 
riage had failed, instead, she fled into ac­ 
tivity, appearing first in the road company 
of How To Succeed in Business and then, 
briefly, in a Broadway bomb The 90 Day 
Mistress. When the show collapsed. Dyan 
didn't She gambled on a peanuts-for-pay- 
or-no-play-at-all appearance in Bob and 
Carol and Ted and Alice Her performance 
won the New York Film Critics Award for 
Best Supporting Actress, an Oscar nomi­ 


nation and stardom Without pause to re­ 
flect, Dyan plunged into a series of sex­ 
laden films ranging from Love Machine 
and Doctors 
Wives to The Anderson 
Tapes and Such Good Friends. Only a few 
knew, that as her star was on the ascen­ 
dant, Dyan was in a decline, sliding into a 
depression that found her trying experi­ 
mental therapies and drugs 
"Then, I would have tried anything to 
case the pain," she says, “Yes, I knew 
drugs were bad. but 1 was so desperate 
and self-destructive that 1 would listen to 
no one. .My problem', in a nutshell, was not 
knowing and, therefore, not liking me. 1 
had never learned who and what I was but 
had always been whatever was wanted of 
me 1 accepted others' definitions of who 
Dyan Cannon was because 1 had never 
defined her for myself. 1 didn't think 1 was 
pretty. Worse. 1 didn’t know if 1 was nice. 
So 1 ran to a lot of bad places and a lot of 
bad things” 
That was then Now. four years after she 
left therapy and a film career that brought 
her as much discomfort as it did fame, she 
says, “ 1 couldn't play one more sex- 
obsessed woman without screaming.” 
Now Dyan is in great shape No longer 
does she look or act tough. There is a new 
softness. She is far prettier at 39 than she 
was at 29. Also, she is “ higher than ever, 
hut not from either smokes or drinks. She 
has become a vegetarian who needs “ no 
additives " because "for the first time. I’ve 
got a piece of the rock. I've got me."

Hers are not just words. Even her self- 
imposed exile from the screen four years 
ago at the height of her success took a 
rocklikc courage. “I had to do it." she ex­ 
plains. “It was hurting me not to I guess as 
my concept of me changed, 1 could no 
longer portray women 1 did not respect” 
Dyans life turned around on a morning 
she clearly remembers "1 awoke, began to 
once again feel that awful inner emptiness 
and 
heard 
myself 
yelling, 
‘Enough' 
Enough pain.’ I forced myself to lo6k in 
the mirror — something I had always 
avoided —- to studiously study me. . And 
suddenly, 1 was smiling, laughing, not at 
but with me So I wasn’t a perfect beauty 
Big deal. But I saw something better I saw 
the inner me. For the first time 1 recognized 
I am basically a good and kind person — 
nice. It made me cry” 
It makes her cry even today. “Do you 
know how wonderful it is to feel comfort­ 
able within when you never have before?" 
she continues. “It is then you can begin to 
live your life. When 1 found me. I had to 
find another side of my work. I had to 
make another kind of statement, one that 
was positive ” 
When Hollywood didn’t offer her that 
opportunity. Dyan made her own Two 
years ago she enrolled in the American 
Film institute and this year, her first prod­ 
uct. Number One. a 47-minute short that 
she wrote, produced and directed, not on­ 
ly was nominated for an Academy Award 
but also was a winner at the San Francisco, 
Paris and Teheran film festivals. 
Dyan is a bona fide success story Even 
today, as she produces, writes and directs 
another 47 minutes of film to add to Num­ 
ber One so that it may be presented as a 
feature rather than as a short, she remem­ 
bers all too well, but without sadness, the 
recent years of deprivation. It may surprise 
many to learn there were times when her 
local Malibu grocery would extend no fur­ 
ther credit until past bills were paid. To get 
where she is today, Dyan went beyond 
broke and all the way to debt. But. she 


promises. “I’ll pay every cent back," Now 
that she has been signed to a muitipicture 
deal by Twentieth Century-Fox to direct, 
she undoubtedly will. In addition, she has 
been offered two Broadway musicals 
and,if time permits, she will kick up her 
heels in a musical version of Born Yester 
day 
But no matter how frantic the profes­ 
sional activity becomes, Dyan vows never 
to lose touch with herself again. Each 
morning, as the sun rises, so does she 
Donning'a sweatsuit, she runs along the 
Malibu coastline for nearly an hour. That is 
followed by 90 minutes of meditation. In 
her bedroom and study, she writes poetry 
Her time to herself is inviolable. The only 
person who might interrupt is daughter 
Jennifer. A beautiful child who combines 
the best of Grant and Cannon, she is 
Dyan’s “best friend” as well as daughter 
She is an amazing little person. Bright and 
witty, she will never have to fight, as her 
mama did, for self-respect. She already 
has that and is sure of who she is. But Jen­ 
nifer has always known both her parents 
love her. Cary has been a wonderful 
father. 
While Dyan once maintained she would 
never marry again, today she says. “Al­ 
though 1 am not running toward a relation­ 
ship. I'm not running from one. Actually, I 
think marriage is the ultimate experience 
What is more beautiful than two people 
who have discovered their own unique­ 
ness. and choosing to share it with 
another'' I believe in marriage today 
because I think one’s life can be that much 
richer when experienced with another. 
“But I would not marry for security. I 
have that now. I have grown strong. In the 
discovery of self, in reaching into me and 
finding someone worthy of love, I found 
another kind of love, and peace, I found 
God who lives within us all” 
Smiling —- beaming actually, she adds: 
“ He was there all the time, -just waiting. 
Isn’t it ironic that I found Him in

O n the one 
hand, em ployers say that younger em ­ 
p lo y ees arc discouraged if those reaching, 
say, 6 5 , w on ’t step down. On the other 
hand, there are countless exam ples of 
m en and w om en over retirement age who 
have satisfactory or even spectacular rec­ 
ords of achievem ent.

retirement is a fact of life, and you ’d like to 
tell your parents your ideas about that 
“som ething to d o .’’ Which brings you to 
hobbies.

m ighty handy after retirement. 
People 
with green thum bs arc the luckiest ones. If 
they’ve been tending a garden through the 
years, now there’s m ore time to branch out 
from the regular m aintenance chores and 
plan an im proved landscape, replacing old 
worn-out plants, m apping out and plant­ 
ing new flower beds. 
The man (or w om an) with a workshop 
w here wonderful things can be built for in­ 
doors and out is to be envied. Your retirees 
can get books and m agazines with exciting 
plans — and perhaps invest in som e new, 
long-desired tools; working p eople rarely 
have time to build all the useful and beauti­ 
ful im provem ents they dream or read 
about. The time is ripe for a full program 
for the do-it-yourselfer.

And if 
they’re “into” cam ping, now ’s the time for 
that kind of travel without the nagging 
thoughts about w hat’s happening back at 
the office or factory. Yes, suggest the joys 
of travel. T hey’ve earned them . 
Tell them not to sacrifice their own op ­ 
portunities because they’re saving the 
m oney for you to inherit. 1 can ’t believe 
that any reader of this m agazine would ap­ 
prove of that type of self-sacrifice. If you 
are able to support yourself and your fami­ 
ly, tell your parents that retirem ent is their 
reward for all the help they’ve tried to give 
you thus far; not necessarily financial help, 
but their moral support and encouragem ent 
A bove all, you might like to tell them 
this is their chance to m ake new friends, 
and to spend m ore time with old ones.

In this age of the “what's-in-it-for-me' 
professional athlete, Greg Luzinski. the left 
fielder for the Phillies, is indeed an authen 
tic hero one can admire both as a man and 
as a player. 
For instance, this year Luzinski quietly 
spent more than $20,000 of his own 
money to buy box seals to the Phillies 
games for underprivileged kids and has 
pledged to do the same for the next three 
years. “The fans have been super to me." 
he says, “and 1 want to do something for 
them. Many children have never had box 
seats, and 1 want to give some of them a 
chance to see how much fun it is to go to a 
ball game " 
The kids had 126 seats on each of 36 
home dates. The section is known as “The 
Bull Ring" (Luzinski is called “The Bull" 
because of his hulking 6 '1 " . 275-pound 
frame and tremendous strength) and is lo­ 
cated in the left-field stands directly above 
Luzinski's outfield position. The Bull also 
gives each youngster an autographed pic­ 
ture and donates $100 to the favorite 
charity of any Phillies player hitting a 
homerun into the section. 
Generosity is only the beginning of 
a list of qualities that make him a 
special superstar. He is one of baseball's 
gentlest and most tranquil men. and he is 
congenial toward everyone, even umpires 
("If 1 respect them, they'll respect m e") 
and nagging sportswriters. Fellow Phila­ 
delphia slugger Mike Schmidt has said that 
Luzinski's temperament may be his great­ 
est strength: “He’ll never be a basket case 
about his hitting. He doesn’t let himself get 
hyper, 
and he doesn't go into deep 
depression" 
Phillies manager Danny Ozark also 
thinks his star left fielder's even temper is a 
valuable asset, particularly over a long and 
arduous season involving a tight pennant 
race; “In a crucial situation you never see 
perspiration flowing down his face. Nor do 
you see him relax. We can be five runs 
ahead, he’s still the same. And he's the 
same in the clubhouse after a game, 
whether he has gone O-for-4 or 4-for-4. 
He's very unemotional and determined, 
and that's a tough combination to beat 
Luzinski is also loyal to his team. When 
he recently signed a handsome contract 
with the Phillies 
(approximately 
$1.5 
million over five years). Luzinski knew he 
could command much more as a free 
agent But he says the Phillies have been a 
positive force in his life “They ve been 
friends, 
and 
that 
should 
count 
for 
something." 
If “The Bull” sounds like a pussycat off 
the field, he is a veritable volcano in the 
batter’s box Luzinski is indeed a rare com­ 
modity — a consistent .300 hitter who also 
hits for power. (He has been averaging 
about 30 homeruns a year over the last 
three seasons.) 
He hits to all fields, and his swing is 
quicker and more compact than that of 
most homerun hitters, who frequently 
swing for the fences and thus don t make

contact as often. Luzinski is also excep­ 
tionally knowledgeable and disciplined 
when it comes to hitting. “If 1 made up my 
mind to go for long balls all the time. Id 
wind up leaving too many men on base. 
Maybe if 1 played somewhere else with dif­ 
ferent kinds of giiys in the supporting cast 
it d be different, but here I'm better off as.a 
spray hitter." 
Teammate Schmidt is especially 
conscious of Luzinski’s value to the 
Phillies — and to his own career; “1 
wouldn't be where 1 am today, statistically, 
if 1 didn’t have Greg hitting behind me. 
Let's face it. most pitchers would rather 
pitch to me than Greg. So 1 see a lot more 
fastballs when they get behind in the 
count." 
Luzinski, 26. has already appeared in 
three consecutive All-Star games (for the 
last two he received more votes than any 
other National League outfielder), and his 
potential is staggering. In 1975 he was 
runner-up to Joe Morgan for the National 
League s Most Valuable Player, and he is 
given an excellent chance of winning it this 
season. His recent contract has made him 
even more determined to succeed. “1 have 
something to prove, 
he was quoted as 
saying. “I have the feeling, because of all 
the money being thrown around, a lot of 
people are saying guys won’t go out and 


play. When 1 signed my contract, that was 
number one in my mind — to prove to the 
people I'm worth every penny." 
Luzinski has certainly captured the 
hearts of Philadelphians 
The fans ob­ 
viously appreciate his talent, generosity 
and loyalty, but other factors also have 
contributed to making him the town’s most 
popular baseball player. With his flowing 
blond hair and smooth, fair skin, he per­ 
fectly fits our image of the clean-cut all- 
American sports hero. (His only blemish is 
a small divot over one of his blond eye 
brows, which he got during the only child­ 
hood fight he recalls having.) He goes 
about his work without complaining or 
bragging. He’s a favorite with his team ­ 
mates. 
“Everybody likes Greg." 
says 
Schmidt, “because he’s Polish, because he 
keeps things simple, because he’s a family 
man who's made good " 
Maturity also has a good deal to do 
with the respect Luzinski has gained 
from the fans and his peers. “He's always 
been mature," says Phillies shortstop Larry 
Bowa “He got married real young He 
had a family real young. He knew his re 
sponsibilities and met them ." 
In the clubhouse. “The Bull” is a leader 
without, as he says, “the rah-rah stuff." 
And. finally, perhaps the fans identify with 
a man who, like many of us. is not a great 


all-round athlete. In his early major-league 
days. Luzinski's bulky frame and awkward 
strides created a comedic effect in left field. 
But he worked tirelessly to overcome 
weaknesses in the field, as well as a serious 
knee injury, and now is at least an ade­ 
quate fielder. 
His lack of speed and agility in the field 
is the source of Luzinski's one sore spot 
with the Phillies. Sometimes in the late 
innings of a game Ozark removes him for 
defensive purposes. 
Luzinski hates to 
leave a game, and once, upon entering 
the dugout. his competitiveness got the 
better part of his reticence, causing him to 
hurl a batting helmet and some sharp 
words in Ozark's direction 
What accounts for his quiet deter­ 
mination and even temper? “It's just 
the way 1 was brought up," Luzinski says. 
His wife, Jean, whom he met at a high- 
school baseball game in his home town of 
Chicago, says her husband still can’t 
believe he's a star. “He still cares about the 
$4 the fan paid to get into the game, ’ she 
says. Referring to Greg's disposition. Jean 
confides that her husband would prefer to 
stay at home and play with their daughter, 
Kimberly, and son, Ryan, than face the 
throngs of admirers who seem to appear 
every time Jean and Greg go out in public. 
Unlike some players. Luzinski's tow­ 
ering presence makes him instantly recog­ 
nizable to Phillies fans. The Luzinski family 
lives in Medford, N J.. a Philadelphia 
suburb, and Jean says parents have even 
driven their kids up to the lawn to gape at 
the house Luzinski reacts to all the fame 
with the same modesty and equilibrium 
that he reacts to everything else 
He 
doesn't blow his top. He doesn’t engage in 
public feuds with other players. And he 
doesn't attempt to make his salary a na­ 
tional concern. He is content doing what 
he seemingly always wanted to do — play­ 
ing baseball. 
In high school he began to play baseball 
as a freshman and never batted under 
500 for four years. He also was a top foot­ 
ball prospect in Illinois before being drafted 
by the Phillies in the first round of the 1968 
draft. Since coming up from the minors in 
1972. his batting average has climbed 
steadily, with this season being his best 
ever at the plate 
Although Luzinski seems to be an un­ 
complicated man, his actions could have 
deep meaning for professional sports. If 
teams, other than the very rich, are to sur­ 
vive. there must be players like Luzinski 
who are not ashamed to consider team 
loyalty along with salary But. more impor­ 
tant. we aging fans know baseball is really 
a kids' game We remember how weidolized 
players like Joe DiMaggio. Stan Musial 
and Jackie Robinson. They set an exam 
pie for us. and it was a good one Are 
there enough players of such stature to­ 
day? All sports need more people like The 
3ull from Philadelphia who com­ 
bine talent and integrity.

A m azons rather than first cousins to P eggy 
Fleming.

awaited recognition of their sport w hen it is 
included for the first tim e in the 1979 Pan- 
American gam es. A nd with that recog­ 
nition, they ask, can O lympic status be far 
behind? 
C om petitive 
roller-skating 
falls 
into 
three categories: hockey, speed and ar­ 
tistic. Within the artistic category, which is 
the most popular, is a variety of events. 
There’s dance-skating, in which couples 
skate d an ces specially created for roller- 
skating, and pairs-skating, where couples 
do com plem entary freestyle skating. In­ 
dividuals can com pete in figure-skating. 
(They are judged on how closely they e x e ­ 
cute figures painted on the rink.) and free­ 
style skating, in which the skater perform s 
a routine that includes often breathtaking 
jumps and spins to music. 
In singles-skating, individual titles are 
awarded in the figure and freestyle cate­ 
gories, but to becom e an international 
singles cham pion like Lex, the skater m ust 
perform both types of skating.

practice. 
Tw enty-five-year- old Dan has only a short 
drive to the rink in Levittown. N .Y ., but he 
has already m oved cross country to train. 
Most com petitive skaters are introduced 
to the sport early — it seem s to run in 
fam ilies. Lex K ane w as taken to a rink at 
the age of five w eek s by his parents, who 
had m et at a roller-skating rink. An ex cep ­ 
tion to the rule is nationally known coach 
John Dayney, w h o had never been to a 
roller-skating rink until he was 15. D ayney 
started his own skating dynasty. His son, 
Randy, is a former world cham pion who 
n ow coach es Lex K ane, and his 18-year- 
old daughter. Robin, just took third place 
at the Nationals in International Ladies 
Singles. 
W hat do roller skaters get out of their 
sport? In addition to the fun, exercise and 
opportunity to socialize, m any com petitive 
skaters would agree with John D ayney’s 
pupil, 13-year-old Linda List: “Skating has 
taught m e that if I want to do som ething 1 
can. I think it’s given m e m ore drive to do 
everything.”

But w hen 
A1 Balukas brought hom e a pool table 14 
years ago for his four sons, he was still in 
the grocery business and was just doing a 
favor for a friend w ho didn’t have room for 
the table.

Five years later Jean was ready to enter 
her first U .S . O pen. She still rem em bers 
the letter tournam ent officials sent her cau ­ 
tioning that she w ouldn’t be allowed to 
stand on a box to play. 
As Jean im proved, she found it increas­ 
ingly difficult to get gam es at her father's 
pool hall.

Do you know the difference between judo and aikido. 
Jujitsu and karate? If you don’t, finding out can be painful. 


Judo champ Connie Kenison of Menlo Park. Cal., in action

Like a grass fire that lies unnoticed until 
fanned by a strong wind, the martial arts 
are spreading across America. 
Although these various disciplines were 
introduced into the United States prior to 
World War 11, it wasn't until the later 40's 
and early 50’s that a significant number of 
practitioners 
could 
be 
found 
in 
this 
country. During the middle 50's, Curtis Le 
May, then chief of the Strategic Air Com ­ 
mand. spearheaded an Air Force program 
in the martial arts that fostered their popu­ 
larity 
among 
servicemen. 
In 1964 judo was introduced into the 
Olympic Games, appropriately enough in 
Tokyo, and the United States had its first 
judo medalist. Jim m y Bregman. of Wash­ 
ington. D.C. For the most part, though, 
there was still only a small group of hard­ 
core devotees who knew what was hap­ 
pening in the sport. 
In the 70s ABC-TV televised a new se­ 
ries, Kung Fu. and thanks to some tal­ 
ented stunt men and some spectacular 
camera work, millions of young Americans 
became enthused and signed up for les­ 
sons in the various Oriental fighting arts 
Eventually, the public came to under­ 
stand that the martial arts include several 
similar, although entirely separate, disci­ 
plines. The most common of these are: 
Jujitsu. Perhaps the oldest of the martial 
arts. For many years skills were passed 
from one generation to another by the 
Japanese warrior or Samurai class. Later 
they were taught only to Japanese military 
personnel. Jujitsu emphasizes pressure on 
the joints, such as the elbow, wrist, fingers, 
and involves extremely rough self-defense 
techniques.

Judo. This originated in Tokyo with Pro­ 
fessor Jigoro Kano, who wanted to give 
the Japanese a national sport and a means 
of self-conditioning. It is a form of wrestling 
based on jUjitsu. but it is 'oad form to injure 
one's opponents. 
Aikido Another Japanese contribution. 
It is passive in nature and taught strictly as 
a self-defense skill. It incorporates many of 
the foot techniques of judo, along with 
some of the joint techniques of jujitsu. 
Karate 
Developed on 
Okinawa by 
monks who were forced, by their conquer­ 
ors. to find a form of self-defense that did 
not employ weapons. Emphasis is on 
empty-handed striking and kicks. Within 
the past few years professional karate has 
been introduced in America, Like boxing, 
it is a full-contact sport, and the par­ 
ticipants wear padded gloves and protec­ 
tive shoes. 
One side effect of this sudden exposure 
of the various martial arts on television was 
an extremely large number of young 
adults who signed up for judo or karate 
classes for the purpose of self-defense. As 
the rate of street crime grew, so did the 
number of people donning traditional pa- 
jamalike costumes for oncc-a-week train­ 
ing. Unfortunately, most of them learned 
only that they had a lot of muscles that 
they hadn't used in a long time, and all of 
those muscles ached. The net result was 
that many of them dropped out long be­ 
fore they acquired any reasonable skill. 


Yet by 
1975, the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States estimated that 
at least 250.000 Americans, of all ages, 
were involved in some form of martial arts 
training. At least a third were women. 
And late in 
1978. the International 
Olympic Committee will decide w'hether to 
include women's judo in the Olympics. If

WHEN YOU SHOULD SEE 
A CREDIT COUNSELOR 


A growing number of Americans at all income levels are 
charging toward disaster and could need professional 
help to pull them out of overwhelming debt.

Jack and Sandra were desperate. They 
dreaded the daily mail delivery and the 
ringing of the telephone. “ I felt so helpless, 
so panicky,” says Sandra of the realization 
that they simply couldn’t pay off the $7,400 
they owed on their car, a bank loan and their 
12 credit cards. 
“ 1 knew we were getting in pretty deep.” 
Jack recalls. “ But before 1 lost my job, 1 
figured we could handle it." Indeed, Jack 
and Sandra hadn't even added up their 
debts while he still was earning $14,500 as 
the manager of a small appliance store. Al­ 
though he soon found a sales job, he had to 
take a big pay cut. “ Now, I’m making only' 
$9,500. and we just can't spend the way we 
used to. But it took us a while to realize that. 
Let’s face it. until we get out of this mess, we 
can’t spend anything at all.” 
Jack and Sandra aren’t the only couple to 
find themselves in too much debt. About 5 
percent of all Americans who use credit — 
and virtually all of us do — eventually face 
bills they can’t pay. And with consumer in­ 
stallment credit rising every year — from 
$90 billion in 1965 to $196.16 billion today 
— the likelihood is that many more of us are 
going to find ourselves in the same fix. 
For most of those in trouble today, over­ 
spending was easy. “ It was the credit cards 
that did it.” Jack says of his own predica­ 
ment. “ It never really seemed like spending 
— until the-bills came in. And even then, at 
first, the payments seemed so low that we 
just kept using them.” 
The temptation to spend more than he 
could afford was everywhere. Jack com­ 
plains. And it’s true that today, flashing a 
credit card can get you anything from an 
original work of art to auto repairs and even 
taxi rides in some cities. What’s more, ob­ 
taining credit and credit cards has become 
easier. Even young people without an estab­ 
lished credit record can successfully apply 
for some charge cards as long as they’ve 
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held a job for six months or so and earn 
about $8,000. For others, the more credit 
you’ve got, the more you can get as long as 
you're not delinquent in your payments. 
Although most Americans use credit pru­ 
dently — total installment debt is less than 
15 percent of total personal income — a 
growing number arc charging toward disas­ 
ter. For many, credit cards are tickets to the 
good life. 
Jean and Charles arc much more affluent 
than Jack and Sandra — he earns $40,000 
as a corporate executive — but they found 
themselves in the same kind of trouble — 
$25,000 worth. Ironically, other than their 
two cars, they didn't have much in the way 
of major purchases to show for all that debt. 
Eventually, both couples concluded that 
they couldn’t solve their problems alone and 
sought the help of credit counselors. Al­ 
though this kind of counseling isn’t new — 
the first such agency was established in 
Phoenix in 1958 — it has become inaeas- 
ingly available in recent years. There now 
arc more than 200 such agencies through­ 
out the country affiliated with the National 
Foundation for Consumer Credit, a non­ 
profit organization supported by contribu­ 
tions from banks, retail stores, consumer fi­ 
nance groups as well as labor, legal, credit- 
reporting and social-s^rvice agencies. 
Essentially, a credit counselor helps clients 
evaluate their financial situations by review­ 
ing their incomes and obligations. Consulta­ 
tions are free, but should a client want the 
counselor to arrange a dcbt-repayment 
scheme, there’s a standard fee — except in 
hardship cases — of $10 per month. 
Galo Cabrera, a New York counselor, 
says many of the people he secs don’t know 
how much they owe before he adds up the 
amount for them. Often, a husband and 
wife will have credit cards about which the 
other doesn’t even know. And often, clients 
arc hopelessly naive about credit and debt 
management. “ 1 even had one couple who 
wrote their bank saying they wouldn’t make 
any more mortgage payments until some 
plumbing repairs were made.’’ Cabrera re­ 
ports. "They looked upon the bank as the 
landlord and figured that if that's where they 
were sending their money, the bank should 
fix the pipes!” 
But worst of all. most people who come 
for help have no idea of cost of credit. 
Although aware that they’re paying interest, 
they don't realize that on installment pur­ 
chases it usually amounts to 18 percent per 
year and that on most bank loans it comes 
to 12 percent or more. Borrowing from a fi­ 
nance company can mean charges up to 18 
to 22 percent per year 
Counseling agencies will never see one 
partner of a couple without the other — 
whether the two are married or living to­ 
gether. 
Frequently, 
counselors 
find, 
overspending can be traced to the anger of 


one partner toward the other — “ revenge 
spending.” they call it. “ There’s also an ele­ 
ment of keeping up with the Joneses,” says 
the National Foundation's Mary Quinn. 
The dcbt-repayment plans counselors de­ 
vise are designed to enable their clients to 
pay off what they owe without penalizing 
them so severely that they revert to their old 
habits in despair. But for many, the austerity 
imposed can be traumatic, 
“ He took away our credit cards,” says 
Sandra. “ We handed them over, and he cut 
them to shreds. Those cards had been our 
lifeline.” “ I was glad to sec them go." Jack 
sighs. “ I don’-t know if 1 could have resisted 
the temptation if we had just promised not 
to use them .”i 
Their counselor helped Jack and Sandra 
arrive at a budget with which they could live. 
They agreed to shave their phone bills from 
an average of $25 per month to $15, to 
reduce the amount they spend on food by 
25 percent and to curtail, until their debt is 
repaid, gift-giving, eating in restaurants and 
all but essential clothes purchases. 
While credit counselors sec an increasing 
number of clients at Jean's and Charles’ in­ 
come level, the National Foundation reports 
that the average client earns $15,000 a year 
and owes $6,000. In New York. Galo 
Cabrera’s typical client is a couple in their 
mid-30's with two children, an annual in­ 
come of $11,000 and debts of $7,800 
spread among 8.8 creditors. This “ typical” 
client spends $397 more per month than he 
or she earns. 
Like all counseling clients. Jack and San­ 
dra and Jean and Charles agreed to send 
their counselor a check each month to be 
used toward their debts. In both cases, the 
counselor was able to get an extension of 
the bank loans and to persuade most of the 
other creditors to give them more time to 
make payments. “ Most creditors are glad to 
do it.” says Cabrera. 
In addition to agreeing to the repayment 
scheme, clients also must promise not to in­ 
cur new debts until the old ones are paid. 
The National Foundation claims that 80 per­ 
cent successfully complete their repayment 
plans. If a client defaults, the counselor 
notifies the creditors, who then can take 
legal action against the debtor. 
How much installment debt is too much'!’ 
The National Foundation figures you can 
safely owe up to 15 percent of your annual 
salary. 
That 
figure 
would 
include 
car 
payments but no money owed on home 
mortgages, When debt approaches 20 per­ 
cent of annual income, “ it’s time to start tak­ 
ing a long look,” says Mary Quinn. 
There are some danger signals to alert 
you to a credit overload: 
• Falling behind in 
rent 
or utility 
payments. 
• Using more than 20 percent of take- 
home pay for installment payments. 
• Reducing credit payments in order to 
meet the rent. 
• Requesting a new loan before an old 
one is paid. 
• Exchanging small debts for a big one 
via a consolidation loan. 
• Using cash advances from credit- 
card issuers for daily expenses. 
• Delving into savings accounts for dai­ 
ly expenses.

THE DOCTOR AND YOU 
Avoid The Energy Rollercoaster 


Sugar can make you feel temporarily 
high and energetic, but it can make you 
feel mighty low, too. Sugar is the body’s 
gasoline, burned to keep your motor run­ 
ning. All the food we eat can be used for 
energy, but the basic source is glucose, a 
“fast food” form of sugar converted from 
carbohydrates, which are found in such 
nutritious foods as fruits, 
vegetables, 
grains and cereals and in candies and 
cakes. Of course, your system can convert 
protein and fat into glucose and burn it, 
too. but that process is somewhat more 
complex than the other. 
Consumed carbohydrates move quickly 
into the bloodstream, and your blood- 
sugar (or glucose) level rises, which is a 
signal for your body to produce insulin. So 
the pancreas squirts insulin into the blood, 
and blood sugar drops. Sometimes, in 
overreaction, too much insulinis produced, 
and the blood sugar plummets. You feel 
dizzy, 
weak 
(rollercoaster 
symptoms), 
hungry again, sleepy, irritable, sometimes 
headachy or nauseated. Low blood sugar 
is called hiipogl^icemia, and it can develop 
within an hour or so of a very sweet meal. 
If you have this problem, you may ride 
that blood-sugar rollercoaster all the time. 
You eat because you’re hungry — often a 
candy bar “for energy” — and your blood 
sugar soars. Here comes that insulin, and 
the blood sugar dips. Doctors recognize 
this living from spoon to mouth (reactive 
hypoglycemia) as a cause of overeating 
and obesity. Others don’t get fat but stay 
nervous, irritable and apprehensive on the 
blood-sugar rollercoaster. 
Adding fiber to the diet in the form of 
fresh fruits and vegetables and avoiding 
sweets and starches may slow down the 
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sugar on its way into the bloodstream and 
moderate the problem somewhat. But 
anyone 
with 
hypoglycemic symptoms 
should see a doctor, who administers a six- 
hour glucose tolerance test and explores 
other possible causes: alcoholic beverages, 
caffeine, lack of sleep, fad-dieting, stress 
or even an organic defect. Treatment in­ 
volves eliminating causes, diet modifica­ 
tion (to one high in protein and low in car­ 
bohydrates) and, if stress is the problem, 
the use of tranquilizers and psychother­ 
apy. Self-diagnosis may be as dangerous 
as living on the rollercoaster.

Getting Control Of Your Time 


Evelyn Freidrich and Peter Marne think 
they’re overworked. Their boss thinks 
they’re disorganized. “It’s not that they 
deliberately waste time,” says their boss. 
“They just use it poorly. Here are some 
'good time-saver ideas; 
Sometimes break the rules if it will save 
time. For example, occasionally, it might 
be more practical to call your superior and 
settle a matter instead of doing all the work 
necessary for a memo. Reduce paper­ 
work. Do similar jobs in batches once or 
twice a week instead of in bits daily. Also, 


study paperwork to see if you can elimi­ 
nate steps or save time by changing the se­ 
quence. Eliminate tasks. List the routine 
jobs you do regularly. Ask yourself about 
each. Is it worth something 1 do or some­ 
one else does? Don't let the phone waste 
your time. Be pleasant, but say what you 
have to say without long socializing. Some 
busy people find that answering by giving 
their names instead of “hello” moves the 
conversation quickly to the point. If you 
know you’ll be discussing a specific topic, 
have the necessary information at hand. 
Plan your day. In his book. How To Get 
Control of Your Time And Your Life (W/y- 
den), Alan Lakein, a time-planning con­ 
sultant, states that “the main secret of get­ 
ting more done every day consists of mak­ 
ing a daily list of high-priority things that 
have to be done.” Must you write the list 
down? Yes. Doing so is effective. Lakein 
explains. It’s not completing the list that 
counts but making the best use of your 
time. With the list, however, it’s easier to 
stick to important tasks and not be side­ 
tracked 
by 
time-consuming 
trifles 
or 
tangents

Adapting Recipes for Crockery 
Cooking 


You can cook your family's old favorites in 
the handy new crock pots — but only if 
you m ake a few adjustments Som e adap­ 
tations endorsed by our food editor; 
• Brown fatty cuts of meat and fowl or 
trim off the fat before putting them into the 
crock pot. Excess fat raises the tem pera­ 
ture in the cooker, causing overcooking. 
• Use only half the usual amount of liq­ 
uids, such as tom ato sauce, water and 
bouillon — they won't boil away in slow- 
cookers. 
• To keep frozen vegetables and seafood 
from losing color and texture, thaw them 
before adding to the crock pot during last 
half-hour of cooking time. 
• Root vegetables such as carrots and po­ 
tatoes take longer to cook than meat, so 
slice them thinly, and put them in the 
cooker first. 
• Milk, cream cheese and sour cream 
break down during long cooking, so either 
add them at the end of cooking time or 
substitute 
undiluted 
condensed 
cream 
soups that can cook all day. 


Seedy Dealings 


W hether you’re a homeowner planning a 
new lawn, a farmer thinking about seed for 
next year’s crops or a hom e gardener who 
will pore over seed catalogues this winter, 
there’s a law to protect you if you get poor 
or mislabeled seed. Although you're likely 
to get a refund if you return the seed to the 
store, the U .S. Dept, of Agriculture wants 
you to know that you can take other ac­ 
tion. To protect yourself, save the pack­ 
age, your receipt and some of the seed. 
Then, if the seed fails to perform as adver­ 
tised, get in touch with the com pany — 
m istakes can happen. If the company 
doesn't respond satisfactorily to your com ­ 
plaint. notify your state department of 
agriculture. To facilitate investigation of 
your complaint, in your letter be sure to in­ 
clude the package, the seed you saved 
and your receipt. 


Protecting Girls From 
Sports Injuries 


With women's sports as likely to be soccer 
as softball these days, many parents are 
concerned 
about possible injuries. 
But 
before you start 'citing your nails when 
your daughter com es home and 
an­ 
nounces she's going out for basketball, 
listen to Dr. Allan J. Ryan, editor- in-chief 
of 
The 
Pht,siaan 
and 
Sportsmedicine 
magazine. He says that women are no 
more likely than men to be injured in con­ 
tact sports — with the right precautions. 
The first step in preventing injuries is to 
make sure that your daughter wears the 
equipment (shin guards, knee pads, etc.) 
recom m ended for the particular sport. 
Training in the conect m ovem ent by the 
coach is also important. But the most 
crucial step, says Ryan, should take place 
long before the athlete gets suited up — 
proper conditioning. It should include ex­ 
ercises to stretch muscles, general cal­ 
isthenics. running and. for some sports, 
special workouts with w'eights to build up 
strength and to prevent muscles from tiring 
quickly. And it’s an old wives' tale that 
strenuous training will m ake women bulky 
— just look at Olga Korbut
